Another I'hopirr Added to the Long List— 
(ieorfr Smith klllrd and Olhrn U ounded. 

[Special to the Courier-Journal.] 

Xenia, O., March 17.—Another chapter 
in tha terrible fatality which hover* over 
tb«T.,C. and ftt. L. narrow-gaug© road 
occurred at Alpha, six miles from this 
city, on the D. and 8. E. branch to¬ 
day. Train Xo. 4Gft. composed of load¬ 
ed coal cars, Frank Nichols conductor, 
was going west nt the rule of tiro or six 
miles an hour, aud when about a quarter of 
a mile from the station the track gave way, 
precipitating the engine and several cars 
from the tram and piling them up in a con¬ 
tused DU'S on the Pan handle track, which 
is but a few feet away at that point. 

Geo. Smith, the fireman, of this city, was 
tbrowu under the engine and pinned down 
amid the flames and steam, aud it was 
over two hours before he could be released 
from his awful position, and the poor fellow 
died as soon as they got him to the station. 
Clark Center, the enginoer, who resides ut 
Dayton, was more fortunate in jumping, 
escaping with a badly shattered leg aud 
foot, which will, no doubt, require amputa¬ 
tion. 

Center also received several serious injuries 
about the head. 

Nichols, tbo conductor, was bruised and 
cut some, but not seriously. 

The engine, No. 05. was one of the best on 
the rond, and is a total wreck. Several 
cars are injured beyond repair. The Pan- 
hnmllo was torn and twisted an I tho 
debris piled up to such an oxteut 
that tho latter road was compelled to build a 
temporary track around ihe wreck. Trains 
on the Pan handle aro now running on limo, 
but the narrow-gauge folks will not bo able 
to repair tho break for two or three days.

New Orleans, March 17.— At 8 o’clock 
to-night a great storm of wind and ram 
swept over the city, unrooflng several build¬ 
ings aud dashing the water in the river over 
the loveos and the streets. The levee at the 
foot of Constantinope and Peniston streets 
was badly washed for a distance of 
sevoral hundred feet, and was broken 
in soveral places. Tho citizens of the 
vicinity were hastily summoned by a 
general alarm of Are, |and about 1,200 men 
promptly responded. By energotic work a 
serious crevasse was prevented, the breaks 
closed and the leveo held until the storm 
subsided. 

At a late hour to-night the work of 
strengthening the weakened embankment is 
still going on. A great disaster was only 
prevented bv the prompt measures lakeu. 
Among the buildings unroofed was the depot 
of the Louisville and Nashville road. Fears 
exist for tha safety of the levees above and 
below the city, as they were subject to a se¬ 
vere strain.

RANDALL’S CL IQ OK. 


|&MCfai to the Courter-JournalA 
Washington, March 17.—The squad of 
protectionists, claiming to be Democrats and 
led by Mr. llandull, have undoubtedly mis¬ 
taken the generosity and courtesies of Mr. 
Carlisle for vacillation, and have lured them¬ 
selves into the belief that because Mr. Mor¬ 
rison bos not been rash be i* underlain and 
afraid. Hence this class of political cuttle¬ 
fish are in a state of confusion and rage 
over the strong and clear utterances 
of tho Speaker Saturday night in 
New York. A week ago they were dividing 
their time, in about equal pot lions, with 
bullying weak-kneed Democrat*, and ogling 
Republicans with whom they aro in corre¬ 
spondence and conspiracy. All through to¬ 
day they have been whining, putting up & 
poor mouth, and tearfully pleading avoidance 
of a caucus. Tbo sooner tbo break comes 
tho better. There con bo no arrangement 
short of tbe Morrison Bill between tbo Demo¬ 
cratic party and Pennsylvania. 

If Mr. Randall und bis followers can not 
support so conservative a measure, they can 
support uotbiug except u high tariff bill pro¬ 
posed by tbe K publicans. In that event 
they had bettor pick up tbeir grip-sacks nnd 
go over to tbe Republicans, where ou this 
question they properly belong. 

It is full time that raascpiernding should 
end. The Democratic musses are sick of it, 
and it would have been brought to a rouud 
turn two|weeks ago but for the determina¬ 
tion of Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Morrison to 
exhaust every means of conciliation before 
they opened tbe campaign, which the present 
organization of the House made, from the 
first, a foregone conclusion. 

Mr. Morrison’s bill is far from being nil 
the friends of rovenuo reform, of oven its 
author, could desire. It wa* made in tho 
must liberal spirit of conces-iont nnd it Is 
simply a stop in the light direction. 
Its failure means tbo defeat, and may in¬ 
volve the dissolution, of tho Democratic 
party. Tho same clique in tbo National 
Democratic Committee, headed by Mr. 
Chairman Barnuui, and in Congress, bonded 
by Mr. Randall, which procured tho defeat 
of Gen. Hancock in ISM), by running away 
in a panic of ignorance and terror from the 
tariff issue, is now seeking to coupio the 
Democratic party to the rear end of tho Re¬ 
publican express. 

The Democratic people of tho West and 
South are not going to allow it, nor are 
tbeir representatives in Congress. We may 
be beaten in the coming struggle, and tbe 
way these semi-Republicans aud would-be 
Democratic leaders aro going it looks as 
though wa shall be; but if we are to be 
beaten let us go down with our flag flying, 
and, though we lose our baggage, may we 
not at least save our hanorf 
We have no candidate who is nn issue in 
himself. Tbe talk about “the old ticket” is 
tbe sheerest nonsenso, and it comes mainly 
from those who opposed “tha old ticket” 
when it meant something which might have 
counted for something. Mr. Tilden would 
not, could not, take tbe office, far less a nom¬ 
ination. The schemers who n re constantly lug¬ 
ging him into tho struggle know this full well. 
Ho is not in this fight at all, directly or indi¬ 
rectly. Long ago ho mado up his mind not 
to cheat his old age of its repose. For Mr. 
Payne, for Mr. Hoadlv, and for Mr. Ran¬ 
dall he entertains tho warmest sentiment of 
personal regard, and why should ho notf 
They were his friends during a great and 
trying crisis of his life. 

Times havo changed, and with thorn 
sues. Tho ever-present issue of administra 
live reform, which was so emphasized in tho 
person of Mr. Tilden and so pointed by tho 
circumstances of his day, is at this moment 
only ono of many needed reforms. The 
tariff, which in 1H7H occupied a second or 
third place, has como to occupy the first; 
and yet, though it was not at tbe 
front eight years ago, the tariff 

plank in tbo St. Louis platform was 
ns carefully and elaborately drawn 

as any other plank in that platform. It was 
substantially Mr. Tilden’s own handiwork, 
and was carried West with hi* sanction and 
brought back to receive his approval. The 
planu itself declares for “.4 tariff only for 
revenue, 11 In spite of this wo hear Demo¬ 
crats saying, “We must nominate the old 
ticket to get rid of tbo tariff.” as if the Sage 
of Greystone is not as thorough an embodi¬ 
ment of tariff reform as he is of administra¬ 
tive reform. 

It is all a trick to mislead tbe people. 
Those who are usiug it are friends of monop> 
oly. They are Republicans in disguise. By 
the aid of organization and money they hope 
amid the confusion to mnko tho Democratic 
National Convention a good second to tbe 
Republican Natioual Convention. Thou 
which ever way the election goes, they are 
all right. 

A caucus will show us who aro our friends 
nnd who are our enemies, and a caucus we 
should have at an early day. Deliberation 
has been hud, and the time for deliberation 
has gone by. The time for action has come. 
The speaker and tbe Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee are fully conscious of 
this. They are the leadors of the party in 
tbe House. They are fearless in themselves, 


PITIFUL PENSIONERS. 


Appearance ut a Di*ea*e, Suppoard to He (he 
Foot nnd Mouili IMa^uc, In the l trinity of 
Klrktville, Mo. 

K IRKS v idle, Mo., March 17.— A meeting 
of fanners and cattle men of this section was 
held here Saturday night to consult regard¬ 
ing tho diseasa now prevailing among the 
cattle in this vicinity, w hich is thought to 
bo tbe mouth and foot disease. Fivo small 
herds within a radius of four miles are more 
or les* affected. Keren cows have lost one 
or more feet, and over fifty head have had 
feet, and some of them blistered lips and 
tougues. Several have died, and none that 
have shown symptoms of the disease hove 
recovered or ev»-< improved in condition. 
All these catt/o have been well wintered, 
either in hou/es or have had lumber shelter 
nud good feed. About 700 bond of stock 
have been exposed iu this county, but meas¬ 
ures have now been tak«*n to establish a rigid 
quaruutiue, and uvery exertion will be made 
to (^online tho disease to its present limit. 
Commissioner Loriug, (tf the Department of 
Agriculture, has ordered Dr. Salmon to 
come here and thoroughly investigate the 
matter, and his arrival n anxiously looked 
for by the former* of this neighborhood. 

THEN WHAT IS IT/ 

Washington, March 17.—A telegram wns 
received at the Treasury Department to-day 
from J. U. Tankers, Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury Cuttle Commission, say mg tnnt experts 
feont by the commission pronounce tho al¬ 
leged outbreak among the cattle iu lliiuois 
uut tho foot and mouth disease. Dr. Dw, 
of the Cattle Commission, has gono to Kan¬ 
sas to investigate the reported appearance of 
foot aud mouth disease there.

Harrison is one of the largest publishers in 
the South, and lives in an elegant mausion 
at the corner of Spring ond Luckie streets 
The boy is unusually bright aud has been 
greatly potted.

Washington, March 17.—It takes little 
to excite a debate iu the {Senate at time*. 
Mr. Hoar started one to-day on the general 
pension system. Ho offered a resolution 
directing the Secretary of the interior to re¬ 
port all applications for peudons which have 
been pending more than two years, the con¬ 
ditions of tbe same and the reasons why they 
were not disponc.l of. 

Being in a sentimental mood, tho Massa¬ 
chusetts Senator made one of his melancholy 
speech) s in support of this proposition. He 
said it was a uational disgrace that these 
nuplications were not promptly acted upon. 
No tragedy which could be put on (bo stage 
ought to move Congress liko tho heart-rend¬ 
ing stories nt hoj»e-deferred, poverty, sor¬ 
row aud ngouy which they were perpetually 
hearing from applicant* for pensions. 

Mr. Blair, who was also in a tearful mood, 
agreed that ibedelav was a uational disgrace 
and declared thut ho had no patuuce with 
tho system in voguo. fttill lie did not see 
how* the passage of the resolution w ould 
mend matters. 

Mr. Dawos thought tbe great evil was the 
existence of claim agents in Washington, 
who gathered in applications by the thous¬ 
ands ond were unable to attend to 
them. He hoped they could obliterate the 
claim agents, and let applicants understand 
that their members of Congress can do them 
better service without tbo payment of a fee. 

Mr. C’ullom wanted Congress *o give its 
attention to an appropriation ample enough 
to enable tbe Commissioner of Pensions to 
rapidly dispose of all pending coses. 

Sir. Ingalls, in his customary vigorous 
style, repelled tbe allegation that thousands of 
applicants for pension* were starving to 
death because of the carelessness or indiffer¬ 
ence of Congress in making appropriations. 
No natiou, he said, bad ever b,?eu so extrav- 
agantlv generous in the matter of pensions 
n> me Viu.ted Ktates. The Commissioner of 
Qeuslon* bad never made a demand for nn 
upproi-nation, no uiatter bow* large, for ad¬ 
ditional help in his office that was not imme¬ 
diately honored by Congress. Re saul that 
the aliecation w as without foundation ami 
created a wrong ltti* *r>dou in t « m nd> of 
applicants and thu country generally. 

Mr. Blair declared that thousands and 
thousands of just application* had failed to 
U> nllowed during tbe lifetitno of tbe appli¬ 
cants. ’ 

The resolution was referred to the Com 
mil tee cn Pensions. 

There was another dreary debate in the 
Senate on tho joint resolution to appropriate 
Fio,000 to eradicate the foot and mouth dis¬ 
ease in Kansas. Very little was «utid as to the 
intrinsic merits of toe resolution. The talk 
was mainly anout Suite right* aud the con¬ 
stitutional power of Cougres* to undertake 
the care and protection of the herds in the 
different States. 

Mr. Bavurd replied at s»>me length to the 
position Mr. Ingalls.tuok ou the question on 
Friday. 

“The Senator from Kansas,” said Mr. 
Bayard, “remarked on Friday that tbe doc¬ 
trine of State rights is moribund and will 
eventually be buried. He asked what power 
a majority of Congress can not exercise un 
del* the Constitution accord mg to the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court In the legal 
tender case. I don’t know that it is 
the duty of any Senator to answer po¬ 
litical 'cotmundrums, but I will say 
that 1 lathe Senator’s construction of that de¬ 
cision is right, it is not merely a decision of a 
enso, but a revolutionary proclamation that 
completely cuds the Government of the 
United States ns it was originally designed 
nnd as it has been defined by every man who 
has undertaken to write, or speak, or vote in 
relation to it and its powers. 1 am not pre¬ 
pared to accept such a definition of the de¬ 
cision of so respected a tribunal. It 
is porfectly plain that, acccording to every 
theory of construction, there was also tbe 
fundamental couc«*>ion that the residuum of 
power not expre*s**d in the Constitution wag 
reserved to and belonged, not to tbe Govern¬ 
ment of the United Mates, but to the States 
respectively and to the people of the States. 
When that rule shall bo departed from or 
abandoned, the tme government of this 
country has been forsaken or abandoned 
by those who owed it at all tunes their alle 
glance, their obedience nud their st*ad v sup- 
jjort. If this be, as pray God it may be, an 
indissoluble ;Uuion of indestructible State-*, 
then the plaiu and manifest principle must 
bo applied nnd the test put to every law pro¬ 
posed to Congress; it Is granted expressly 
or by necessary implication by the Const i¬ 
tution; for if it be not, then it is reserved to 
the States, and Congress can not a>sora« it.“ 
Tho debate loste i until near ft o’clock. 

Tho appropriation was finally increased to 
$50,000, and tho provisions of tbo resolution 
extended to the States generally, tbo Com¬ 
missioner of Agriculture, with the co-opera¬ 
tion of the proper State authorities, being 
empowered to use the money in eradicating a 
disease known as the foot and mouth disease, 
so as to prevent tho t-proad of tbo disease to 
other States and Territories. 

The Government is not to bo committed by 
any net of tbo Commissioner to any amount 
beyond that appropriated, and the resolution 
passed in this shapu by 2D veas to 11 nays. 

HOUSE DILLS, 

A CALL OF STATES SHOWS A MARKED DE 
CKKA&K IN THE FLOOD OF BILLS. 
l&HKWd to the Courier-Journal. 1 
Washington, March 17.—Tho call of tho 
Stales for bills and joiut resolutions in the 
House to-day showed a diminution of tbo 
flood that has poured in almost overy Mon¬ 
day hince the ses&iou began. Still there was 
manifestly some life of Ibis kind left. 

Richelieu Robinson renewed his efforts in 
behalf of Mr. Jefferson’s grand-daughter by 
a bill proposing a donation to the aged lady. 

Mr. Calkins introduced a bill giving to 
every honorably discharged soldier of tuo 
lute war IftO acres of the public domain. At 
tbo close of tho call for bills the House went 
into the Committee of tbe Wholo on a bill 
reported by tho Judiciary Committee, 
amending tbo law relating to tbo selecting 
of juries iu tho United States Courts. A 
warm dbcussion ensued, and tbe bill, for 
want of the necessary two-thirds majority, 
was lost. 

The committee then rose, and Mr. Ran¬ 
dall, from his committee, reporbxi to the 
House the Special Deficiency Appropriation 
Bill. The itom granting tho families of tho 
recently deceased members of tho House— 
Messrs. Mackey, Cutts aud Haskell—tho full 
amount of salary, mileage and stationery to 
which these members would bavo been en¬ 
titled had they lived and served the term 
through, was opposed by Gen. Browne, who 
said that tho House l4d no more right to 
put tho family of a deceased member on the 


roll in that way than the family of a de 
deased doorketqter or mwieu^r. In casiet 
of actual need on the part of a deoeusei 
member’s family, lien. Browne said 
bo would not opjxjse such a proposition: but 
there w«s uo such allcgeuient iu any of the-** 
cases, and ho thought it time that some un¬ 
derstanding should be reached on the subject. 

Mr. Randall said there ought to lea gen¬ 
eral law on tho subject, and Mr. Blanchard, 
of Louisiana, wanted to know why tho fami¬ 
lies* of tho late Representatives Heron and 
Updegraff had not been included in thi* 
geiierou* provision. 

Mr. Randnli replied that these two Repre¬ 
sentatives did not live to enter upon their 
terms of service. A distinction, ho auid, 
had always been made in such cases. 

Mr. Blanchard thought toe distinction a 
lame oue, and wauted to amend bv giviug to 
tbe families of the two deceased members 
not included iu the biff $5,000 each, but it 
was not competent to nun nd the bill. 

The bill passed—yeas. 155: nays. 1G. 

Mr. Singleion, from the Library Commit¬ 
tee, reported a resolution that Seunta bill 
No. l.lftft, ror the erection of a library 
building, bo made the special order for 
Thursday.

PROMISED LEG IS LA TION. 

representative budd’s bill to prohibit 

the importation and SALE ok opium. 

Washington. March 17.—A bill was In¬ 
troduced in the House by Representative 
Budd, to-day, to prohibit the importation 
and wile of opium. It recites that tho habit 
of opium smoking among the people of the 
United State# U spreading with frightful 
rapidity under the fostering car© of the 
Chinese; that tho importation of opium 
has increased from 85,075 pounds 
m 18S1 to 2VIS.152 pounds in the 
year ended June, 1S*S3, mid it i* now 
proposed to reduce the duty ther&ou 20 per 
cent.; that the habit of smoking opium, once 
acquired, con not be overcome, and its vic¬ 
tims will not live in any ploo# where the 
drug can not be procured, aud that nearly 
5u per cent, of our Chinese population are 
slares to tbe opium pipe, and tbe cessation of 
the importation of the drug would cause a 
largo exodun of that people. Tho bill pro¬ 
vides that the ini|K>rtation of opium, except 
tho aqueous extracts for medicinal us© 
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the seller*, or those who knowingly aid or 
abet its importation or sale, shall upon con¬ 
viction be punished by a fino not exceeding 
$5,000 and imprisonment not exceeding five 
years. The opium imported, sold or offered 
for solo shall lo declared forfeited to the 
Government and destroyed. Severe penal¬ 
ties are provided for the cuncoalment of or 
connivance at a violation of the act by Gov- 
truruenl officials. 

r*nnt<»r Hill reported favorably to-day 
from the Committee on Public Muds the 
bill introduced by him, which provides that 
actual settlers on lands subject to pre-emp¬ 
tion under the existing laws within the lato 
Uuncorapabgro and White-river Ute In¬ 
dians’reservation. Colorado, shall be enti¬ 
tled to purchase the same in quantities not 
exceeding 160 aereseocb. in accordance with 
the general principles of tho pro-emption 
laws.

PETITIONS PRESENTED ASKING THE REPEAL

OF THE SILVER, DOLLAR. 

Wahhixotox. March 17.—In tho Senate several 
petitions were pMSStsd from public and com- 
merciol boil lea asking the repeat of the Uvr au¬ 
thorizing the coinage of the silver dollar. 

Mr. ALLISON presented a joint resolution of 
the General Assembly of Iowa relating to pleuro¬ 
pneumonia, urging the adoption of mraus for its 
extirpation. 

Messrs. M MILLAN. PALMER and MANDER- 
SON presented petitions from the citizens of 
Uieir re*|>*cU re States praying Congress to pro¬ 
pose a Sixteenth amendment prohibiting tho 
disfranchisement of citizen* on account of sex. 

Mr. VEST, from tho mercantile bodies of 8t. 
Louis, presented a petition praying for tho ex¬ 
tension of tho b-uided period on whisky. 

Mr. HOAR offered a resolution calling on the 
Secretary of the Interior to report to the Senate 
the names of parties who have had pension an- 
riicalioim pending more than two years, and to 
•how the condition of such applications and tho 
eosons why they lave not been disposed of. 
dr Hoar said Inquiries were very numerous 
from all pans of tue country a* to ihe peurdon 
cases undisposed of. No tragedy could be put 
on the stage. Mr. Hoar said, which ought more 
to move the feelings of right minded men. espe¬ 
cially American legislators, than the stories 
which como to us da i after day. week after 
week, month after month and year after year, 
of hopes deferred, or tho poverty, sorrow and 
agony of the men who suffered wounds and gave 
up their strength aud health for their country, 
and the wldotrt and orphans of those who have 
given Uieir Uvea for It. Mr Hoar found no fault 
with the pension office, but something should be 
done to help forward the pension oases. 

Mr. DAWES said tha principal difficulty wav 
In the exprr^rti of claim agents, who gather in 
pension claims by the thousands and tens of 
thousands. If these agencies could be condensed 
or obliterated and tbo applicant deal directly 
with the Government or Ills member of Congress 
there would he more hope for the claims. 

Mr SAULRBURY sold the chief difficulty was 
with the claim ugcni*. 

Mr. INGALLS impelled the suggestion that 
large number* of Just and proven pension claims 
were undisposed of, and that hundreds and 
thousands of men entitled to pensions were 
starving to death. No Government has been more 
liberal than that of the United States, and there 
is no ground for charging It with negligence in 
this matter finch charges created a wrong im¬ 
pression in the country. Tire difficulty was that 
a large number of applicants had not proved 
tueir right to a pension. Mr. Ingalls believed 
that so few proven cases were at present undis¬ 
posed of in tire pension office that one week's 
time would suffice for their disposal. 

Mr- MITCH KLL thought the pension attorneys 
ought to be called “p*n*io.i sharks.” They were 
the parties who were principally responsible for 
the difficulties in the way. 

The resolution was referred to the Committee 
•n Pensions. 

Mr. VAN WYCK offered the following resolu¬ 
tion. which was agreed to:

London, March 17.—A box of powder 
with fuse attached bos been discovered in 
tho Post-office at Birmingham. 

Tha Bails News, recounting tho debate of 
Saturday in tbo House of Commons, pro- 
diets tho early resignation of the Cabinet, 
asserting that tbo existence of tho Govern¬ 
ment and Parliament Ji* precarious and in 
hourly jeopardy. 

The Echo nayz : “Gladstone’* worry is 
retarding hi* recovery.” It urge* him to 
maintain a policy refusing to annex or pro¬ 
tect Soudan, notwithstanding the objections 
of biRcolleages m the Cabinet. “Gladstone’* 
career is drawing to a close and we hope it 
will end in a manuer worthy bis fame.” 

Tho St. Jam.* Gazelle asserts that *a 
serious Cabinet crisis i* imminent. The 
Soudin trouble is not tho only questiou 
about which there is a disagreement. 

The Evening Standard reproaches Parlia¬ 
ment for breaking the Habbatb by sitting 
until B o’clock Sunday morning. 

Tbe police of Newcastle-on-Tyne have re¬ 
ceived information of a plot to explode tbe 
principal buildings of thu city, including the 
Central railway station and the post-office. 

The iSfombmi calls attention to thu signifi¬ 
cance of Parnell’s meimce in the Common* 
that tho Irish farmers are fool* if they paid 
taxes to enforce the coercion act. 

Gemnl Bd Din, the Afghan chief, who is 
editing an auti-English paper printed in 
Paris, but to bo circulated in the Moslem 
countries, claims to bo descended from the 
Prophet. He promises undying enmity to 
England. After tho Sepoy revolt of 1857, 
in which he participated, he went to Con¬ 
stantinople, but wus ex palled /or claiming to 
be a descendant ot Muhomel.

Placards have hfcq potted about Skib- 
bereen, County Cork. Ireland, announcing 
tho outbreak of a civil war in March. Tbe 
police removed them. 

Tbe British eteanier Gen. Roberta, from 
Galveston, February 5, ho* arrived at Liver¬ 
pool. She collided with an ino field and had 
iier bows smashed. Her fore-compartmeut 
was filled with water, aud she had to jettison 
part of her cargo. 

Bark Lucie, Liverpool for San Franciso, 
was hunk by a collision and six of her crow 
drowned. 

The Captain and three members of the 
crew have arrived at Youghal. 

Tho Court of Appeal decision in the Boll

The 
Ministurialist* are confident that whatever 
may happen, Gladstone will insist upon tho 
fi.iai decision of Parliament on tho county 
franchise question.

Robert Eldridge, of Cincinnati, who has 
just returned from Russia, where he ha* 
been roaring goats and camels, sayz he has 
rouu good annul* carry more than a ton ou 
their backs, but a ton is considered a fair 
burden. 

“Are there many camol* reared in Rus- 

*h»r 

“Tho industry is not important in a com¬ 
mercial point of view. I have been engaged 
in it for years. I have figured that there 
are 25,000 camels in tbe Kuldscha and Erix- 
nn districts; the Kalmucks have about 20,000 
und Khireuse not far from 180,000. Camels 
are bred for their labor principally, but also 
for their hair aud milk. A camel will shear 
from eighteen to twenty two pounds of hair. 
This is w orth in tbe upon market about $2 50 
a pound. 

“You al»o raised goaul” 

“Yes, X had about 800 on my ranch when 
I left. There are over a million and a half 
of goats in European Butrin. Tbe industry 
it the most important in the mountainous 
portions of the Caucasus. The Angora aud 
Cashmere breads nro bred in some of tno Gov¬ 
ernments for Uieir milk, moat and hair. In 
1 *siMho export of goat down amounted to 
$08,000, while the coarser qualities of hair 
about doubled it. The largest export was in 
1876, when it reached $100,000 for dowu 
uud coarse hair combined." 

“What do you know* of the beo culture in 

Russia!" 

“In Little Russia and Lithuania tho great 
linden forests render bee keeping very profit¬ 
able. The finest houev lever saw* is pro¬ 
duced in Kovno. The largest quantities 
coiue from the governments of Yekaterinos- 
luy mid Folio va. There are over 450,000 
hives iu tliOM) two district*. Kaluga pro¬ 
duce* annually about 1,760 poods of honey 
aud 8,500 poods of wax. A pood contain* 
about 36 pounds, Tbe annual production in 
the Don Cossack couutry amount* to $50.- 
000 in round numbers. 

“In Volbyninnnd Festarabia the combined 
yield of honey reaches a value of nearly 
$200,000 a year. Ihe annual yield of tho 
whole umpire is not far from $4^000,000, or 
about 18,000 touft. To this must be added 
nearly 5.000 tons of wax, wertjp $2,000,000. 
This u nbnut all consumed iu Russia, tbe 
exports being very small."

OTHER IMPORTANT OPINIONS. 


Washington, March 17.—A decision w’as 
rendered in the Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day in the important State claim 
caso No. 16. ex-porta Commonwealth of 
Virginia. Thi* is a petition for a writ of 
mandamus to compel tho Becretury of the 
Treasury to deposit with the State of Vir¬ 
ginia $782,809 a* tbe proportionate part of 
the fourth installment of public money 
which, by an act approved Juno 23, 1836, 
the Secretary of the Treasury wo* directed 
to deposit with tho States. Tbe court bold*: 

First—That the act created no debt or le¬ 
gal obligation upon tho part of the United 
State* to the States accepting it* terms and 
only made provisions for thu deposit tempo¬ 
rarily with tbe Statak, subject to recall by 
tiie Government, of a portion of the surplus 
revenue of the United State*. 

Second—That tbe original act authorized 
the deposits to be made out of the surplus 
revenue in the Treasury on the 1st of Jan¬ 
uary, 1837. If the net of Oct. 2, 1837, 
postponed the deposit* of the fourth iu»taU- 
meat until January l, 1880, aud when that 
time arrived that installment could not be 
dtpr*rited, because tbe condition of tbo 
Treasury at that time did not admit of it* 
being done. But Congress bos not made the 
fourth installment a charge upon the rov- 
enuo arising m tho Treasury since Jan. 1, 
1837, and fctfe* Hccrotary ha* no power to 
apply the present revenue to meet thu fourth 
installment without the authority of an act 
or Congress. The petition for writ of man¬ 
damus u denied* 

Under the act of 1836. to which construc¬ 
tion tuu* has boen given by tho court, there 
was deposited with tho Staton, then 26 in 
number, $28,101,644. This sum ha* ever 
siuco been carried upon tho book* of tho 
Treasury us au asset, but an unavailable one. 
If the lourtb instalment of it had been paid 
It w ould buve increased this sum to $37,- 
468,858. The only btatu that has followed 
the example of Virginia in instituting pro¬ 
ceedings to enforce the deposit of the fourtn 
Installment is the State of Arkansas, which 
recently made a formal demand upon tbo 
Secretary of tho Treasury. 

DUTIES or UNITED STATES MARSHALS. 

A decision rolatiug to the duties and re¬ 
sponsibilities of United Ntaios Marshall and 
their sureties wo* also rendered- m the case 
of Geo. I. 14iiiiu)(jii et ah, against Louis 
Fussier et a 1.,executors, in error, to Circuit 
Court of the United State* for the district of 
Nevada. Tha court bolds that taking by a 
Marshal of the United Statu* upon a writ 
of attachment on u mesne process against 
ono person of tbo proi>erty of another, is a 
breach of a condition of bis official bond, for 
which his sureties are liable. Too judgment 
of the Circuit Court is affirmed.

A decision was also rendered to-day in tbe 
case of Swefe A Courtney aud Beecher Match 
Co., appellant, vs. the United States; up- 
pvul from thu Court of Claims. Thi* was a 
suit brought bv the Match Company to re¬ 
cover from the United States $35,429 as 
commissions upon tiu> purchase of luterual 
reveuuo stamps under the revenue law* of 
1863, 1864 and 1870. In tho Court of 
Claim*, the Match Company's petition was 
dttmit^od. The court revenues tho judgment 
of the Court ol Chums, aud ruumnds the 
cone, with directions to render a judgment In 
favor of the Mutch Company tor $28,616, 
which is all of its claims not barred by the 
statute of limitations. 

oscar wilde’s photograph. 

A decision was also rendered iu Ihe case of 
the Burrow-Gde* Lithograhic Company, 
plaintiff in error, vs. Napoleon barony, in 
error to Circuit Courtof tbo United States for 
tbe Southern district of New York. Thi* 
was a suit brought by Sarony against tho 
lithographic company under tbo provisions 
of section 4,052 of the Revised Statutes for 
alleged infringement of a copyright upon a 
photograph of Oscar Wilde. Tbe only im¬ 
portant question raised by the case is whether 
Congress hud aud has the constitutional 
right to protect photograph* and negatives 
thereof bv copyright. Thu court holds: 

First—^There is no donbt that thu ConstiJ 
tut ion i* a broad act authorizing tbo copy¬ 
right of photographs, so far as they arc the 
representation* or original intellectual con¬ 
ceptions uf tueir authors. 

.Second—That, finding that the facts show 
that the photograph sued ou fti this caso wns 
an original work of art, which was tho 
product of tho plninUtr* intellectual inven¬ 
tion, and of which the plaintiff wan tho au¬ 
thor, it belonged to the class of inven¬ 
tions for which the Constitution intended 
Congress should secure to him tho exclusive 
right to use, publish and aril, as it ha* done 
by roction 4.062 of thu Revised Statutes. 
Tiio court expresses no opinion a* to whether 
thu protection would extend to moro me¬ 
chanical reproduction by a photographic 
process of tiie physical feat ures or outlines of 
an animate or inanimate object where there 
was not originality of thought or novelty in 
intellectual operations connected with its vis¬ 
ible reproduction in tbe shape of a picture.

New York, March 17.—Stocks went up 
the hill and then down again to-daj' without 
accomplishing much of any thing. Early 
they were strong and upward. Hood news 
from the Northwest, indicating that an ami¬ 
cable adjustment of rate-cutting troubles 
was probable, boomed St. Raul and North¬ 
western. The market w as not without dis¬ 
turbances on this account, but the Chicago. 
Burlington aud Quincy officials denied tho 
rumors of possible cutting, and said they 
would do no moro than meet their rivals on 
the down grade. West Sboro bonds were 
quite active for awhile in tbo bands of ma¬ 
nipulators. It is quite probable that there 
will bo a reorganization of that company, 
although the plans to that end are not yet 
ready for publication. Many capitalists be¬ 
lieve that the road can earn interest on its 
bonds. 

Judgo Green, Receiver of tbo North River 
Construction Company, which built tbo 
AVest Short, is preparing to eud tbo exist¬ 
ence of that corporation. He said to-day 
that he bad closed the books and would not 
open them again, and that tbo compauy 
would go into liquidation. 

Racitic Mail took another jump to-day, ad¬ 
vancing tbreo points in two hours. This 
teuipled realization, and there was u rapid 
drop of ljtf poiuts, but heavy buying fol¬ 
lowed, aud prices agalu advanced. Trans¬ 
actions were very large. President Houston 
predicts much better prices for stocks within 
u short time. 

Colorado Coal was strong on tho report that 
a Denver party had secured enough proxies 
to elect their ticket. 

'J'hi'Mt is every indication of a good under¬ 
tone in the market, and room traders lean 
toward the bull side, although they are pru 
dent in their dealiugx. Leading banking 
houses to-day advanced the rateol exchange, 
which turned the market in favor of tue 
bears, lu this way the advance of the 
morning was nearly overcome, leaving clos¬ 
ing price* only a trifle higher tuau .Saturday, 
witu the oxceptiou of New York Central and 
Union Racitics, which fell below Saturday's 
figures. There was good buying duriug the 
day ot many classes of railroad bonds at ad¬ 
vancing prices. H. B. Hollins & Co. dis¬ 
posed of a million and a half of new 
c., C. # C. uud I. general mortgage 6 

per cent, bonds at par. Twelve millions 
will be Issued and a sufficient amount re¬ 
served to retire the present outstanding 
lunded debt. The balance will go to the 
company's treasury, and the proceeds from 
the sale* by llollius & Co. will bo used to re 
fund the stockholders for outlays on branch 
lines aud improvements. Extensive plans 
bnvo been perfected for increasing the busi¬ 
ness of the road. 

Messrs. Wolff «fc Seligftburg, coffee brokers, 
who suspended .Saturday, announce to-day 
ttic receipt of remittance-, from their for¬ 
eign corieepoudents, and their readiness to 
leitle ail aeinauds.

THE HEARS HAVE A PICNIC, WHILE THE

Chicago, March 17.—It looks to-night ns 
f wheat might get down to 06c to-morrow 
lor the May option (it buffered a serious drop 
to-day), and then pcriiaus react again pretty 
sharply. The reasons for this kind of a pre¬ 
diction are these: Wheat was very sick all 
day, and it did not scetu to have a friend. 

If Armour and Kent were in the market as 
buyers last Friday and Saturday, they 
kept exceedingly quiet to-day. There were 
plenty of sellers from the start to 
the finish, but not a eoul of any 
cousequeucu who appeared anxious to sup¬ 
port prices. Those Utter dropped aud kept 
on dropping until the lowest price for May 
w heat on this crop was touched and It 
clmnged hands at Ofi^e. The fooling after 
the close ou the curb was a trifle stronger, 
but to-night there is not a bullish circum¬ 
stance, uot a bullish influence anywhere to 
be found. These are tho reasons for predic¬ 
tions that 05c w ill be touched. 

It looks as if at the start to-mor¬ 
row, with fair weather and no acci- 
lenis, there would bo a rush 
«o sell and proltably another break in the 
quotations. The reasons for predicting a 
*0401100, however, are perhaps not so good, 
jut they are these: 

The trading in privileges on tho curb to- 
tight was enormous. Jones bought’‘puts” 
>n 500,000 bushels at 04%l$&5o aud bid 
'or 500,000 more. This was only one 
transaction. “Puts” on three railliou, per¬ 
haps, live million bushels of wheat wero 
probably sold to-uight. Most of these will 
be traded on, and when the “put” pull is 
touched the purchasers of the privileges will 
be purchasers of wheat. Moreover there are 
sellers of these '•puts" who are short of 
wheat and really want to cover. If tho put 
price is touched and properly put, and the 
privilege sellers thou htuod a* they cer¬ 
tainly will, wheat is certain to go 
np. The writer happens to know 
of one broker who sold puts on 500,000 
bushels of wheat who U hoping Lo-night that 
he will have the wheat put to him. A week 
ago or ho, Jones bought enormously of puts 
on corn just os he bought of puts on wheat 
to-night. He crowded the price of corn 
down and put tho property—on that occa- 
• sion over 1,000,000 bushels of it. The stuff 
was taken, and instead of being sold more 
was bought. Corn advanced nearly two 
cents, and Jones and bis confrere were 
caught short on nearly 3,000,000 bushels. 
The sellers of the wheat privileges to-uight 
are identical with tho people who sold tho 
corn puts a week or so ago. They uudor 
stand tho handling of privileges aud are able 
to take little lines of property quite as com 
fortably as the Jones-Ream syndicate. 

Billy Murray was a large seller of wbeat 
in the forenooil, but covered, it is believed, 
750 bushels of it on tho call very cleverly at 
tho bottom price. 

Lester & Co. and Kershaw & Co. op 
reared first as sellers and then as buyers. 
Milmine, Rodman & Co. and l'oolo, Kent & 
Co. were buyers on a small scale. 

* >n the call Mat Jones sold perhaps 500,-1 
000 bushels at D.V 4 (,/y5\c. Billy Murray 
w as tbo longest seller on t ho call. Tho fact 
that McCormick, Adams X Co. were demon 
»t rati vo sellers a good deal rattled the little 
fellows, for this is the concern which is be¬ 
lieved to have bought most of the Annour- 
Kcmt wheat. On tho othor hand, H ami 11 6c 
Brine, who are very near Armour, were ap¬ 
parently trying to buy any quantity of 
wheat at 05 54 c after tbo call. 

Scott Luin ran May wheat up to 95* .0 on 
tbo curb by bujtfng about a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion bushels. it m reported that 100 , CHX) 
bushels of wheat were taken for export at 
Milwaukee to-dav. 

Colder weather is predicted, and this is 
what the bulls aro praying for. A letter re¬ 
ceived to-day from * an agent who has 
traveled over Kansas and Missouri says 
that there has been just enough 
damage done to the wheat crop 
to create "a crop ecaro," but not enough to 
■itUiiail/ affect Urn bur rest. This mm ka 


I* apparently oversold now. The whole mob 
lias become bearish and pretty nearly every 
bodv has become a jailer.

The Train or Torn Donated to tho Ohio Val- 
lr> Kloud 8 ufTerer« by llie ( l«/.cna of *rdxe- 
wick County, Karma*, Kn Roulc to f'lncln- 
natl. 

Wichita, Ka.w, March 17.—A solid 
train consisting of thirty-one cars loaded 
with com. which was contributed by the 
farmers of Sedgewick county and business 
men of this city to the sufferers in tho Ohio 
river valley, left this city at 10:46 this 
morning. Tho train, which was decorated 
with bright-colored aud suggestive 
cartoons nnd bunting, moved off mid 
the cheers of hundreds of persons and tho 
enlivening music of a brass band. Each 
car is furnished with two cartoons, one upon 
oacn side, measuring twenty-eight feet in 
length, each subject varied and suggestive, 
with appropriate mottoes. Tbo decoration 
was done by the Santa Fe Railroad Co., 
which furnished the cars aud engine free of 
cent to haul tho train to Cincinnati, and 
which will go from here to Kansas City over 
theirroad; from Kausas City to St. Louis 
over the Chicago nnd Alton, aud from St. 
Louis to Cincinnati via the Ublo and Missis¬ 
sippi road. 

The train, as it stood on the side-track yes¬ 
terday, was viewed by thousands of people, 
and was photographed and sketched by sev¬ 
eral artists. The 31 cars contained 12,400 
bushels of corn, shelled and cleaned, and 
was tho spontaneous offering of our people, 
oil being raised within a few days, each of 
the 20 townships of the county contributing 
one car, and some of them more. Hundreds 
of wagon-loads additional were offered, 
and a number of loads came in 
this morning, but too late fb go into the 
train, which was already as large as could be 
conveniently handled. Several hundred 
dollars, contributed by the citizens of Wichi¬ 
ta, is still ou hand, and will be sent by draft. 

Sedgwick county is known os tlio great 
Valley county of Kansas, is nearly 30 miles 
unre, and watered by three rivers* 
Shortly after its first settlement, 10 
years ago, it was almost devas¬ 
tated by graNshop)>erN, but since then 
her farmers have grown rapidly rich.

‘•BUSINESS.” 

Monday, March 17.—The brtadstuff 
markets were generally In buyer*' favor. 
Receipt* in the Wat were large and exports 
moderate. The lost report of the Bureau of 
Statistics shows a material shortage in Feb 
ruary exports of all cereals, as compared 
with February, 1863. From July 1 to 
March 1 the exports of wheat and flour 
amounted to 78,700,000 bushels, against 
1522,100,000 bushels iu tho corresponding 
period of 1882-83. Provisions were quiet, 
and pork and laid were not fully sustained 
in Chicago. Cotton was brisk and stroug, 
with fuller prices in Liverpool and New 
York. Option dealings in tho latter market 
were of unwonted magnitude, aud prices ad¬ 
vanced 6 to 9 points. The live-stock mar¬ 
kets were quiet, and cattle wore rather 
weak. 

Iu Now York money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was quiet. Government bonds 
were tlrm. The stock market was quiot, but 
prices were in favor of holders. 

CUitiUirCY LEGISLATION, 

The effect produced upon the public 
mind by the late legul-tender decision of 
the Supreme Court is probably slight, but 
iu Congress it bus introduced a mystifying 
complication of opinions and policies. It 
has rendered it expedient to take new bear¬ 
ings in currency legislation, and to take 
new standpoints for the consideration of 
currency problems. That it will delay 
legislation on pending measures relating 
to the currency aud banking system ap¬ 
pears to be a natural sequence. The gen¬ 
eral situation offers no eucouragement for 
schemes to take advantage of the license 
created by the Supreme Court aud inflate 
the greenback curreucy, though measures 
of this kind may be looked for with much 
certainty. The principal benriug of the 
decision upon conservative minds, which, 
after all, ill control in a time like the pres 
ent, is to produce hesitation and doubt in re¬ 
spect to things which appeared clear be 
fore the injection of the Supreme Court’s 
new theory mto the money problem. 

One effect of ibis is said to be a reaction 
in favor of silver on »hc theory that the 
danger of the greater evil of paper money 
inflation in the future may be avoided, or 
at least lessened, by cqtiliuuing to expand 
the currency by means of silver coiuuge. 
As an illustration, Mr. Hewitt, of New 
York, introduced a bill this week which 
provided tlint standard silver dollars 
should be exchangeable by the holder at 
the New York Sub-treasury for gold dol¬ 
lars, and tbut all lasvs flxiug a limit 
upon silver coiunge be repealed. This 
principle of exchangeability Is not a new 
one, but it is a principle of convertible 
rather iliau of bimetallic standards, and ia 
essentially derogatory to bimetallism. So 
much for the theory. As to its practice, 
the general tendency would be to exchange 
silver for gold under present conditions, 
and uot to exchange gold for silver. It 
proposes to transfer the option from the 
Treasury to the creditor, and would tend 
to substitute silver for gold in the Treasury 
vaults. Free coinage, under the present 
regulations for purchasing bullion, would 
not increase the preseut rate of coinage 
more than about $ 10,900,000 per annum 
In this disturbed condition of opinions 
and theories, it would appear tbut the 
present is not an opportune time for intro¬ 
ducing new currency schemes, and it will 
be politic to delay the discussion of such 
questions until they can be considered with 
more light aud impartiality than are possi¬ 
ble at present. 

LIBERTY OR LICENSE. 

The Chicago Tmcs should endeavor to 
disabuse itself of the impression that in the 
matter of argument “many mickles make 
a tuucklu.” If a multitude of small and 
weak arguments be marshaled in support 
of a theory, the whole army is still feeble. 
A pile of small pebbles is a weak support 
if they be heaped u mile high. The Times 
ia us loquacious ns a fidgety spinster after 
a reckless dissipation in hot tea, but its 
argument-! are only continuous assevera¬ 
tions of its ecceutric ideas about constitu¬ 
tional limitations, which have been pre¬ 
viously expressed. 

Notwithstanding tho Times, the fact re¬ 
mains that iu a free government it is per¬ 
haps as important that the rights of society 
be protected from license ou the part of a 
legislative assemhly as from the tyranny 
of a monarch. Whether the mob bo in 
the ascendant or the representatives of 
came privilege and divine right, the gov¬ 
erning power is necessarily absolute and 
despotic if it be not limited by a law 
higher than any they can enact, und if it 
be uot restrained within definite bounds by 
the terms of a constitution, which operates 
Isa general commission, prescribing their 
dudes and detining their authority. 

The Federal judiciary, under the Re¬ 
publican regime, has been steadily under¬ 
mining and sapping the foundations of the 
Constitution, until we can not say with 
certainly whether any constitutional curb 
remtdus, or whether Congress is not su¬ 
preme in all things. As to the curreucy, 
we may notice in illustration that the 8u 
preme Court has given it unlimited license, 
even in opposition to two of its owu previ 
ous decisions und iu opposition to the 
most emphatic aud solemn decisions of 
such authorities Jefferson, Marshall 
aud Webster. Wc might ask the 7 lines 
what new light has been shed upon the 
subject of constitutional limitations since 
these great mind* explored the recesses of 
the Constitution ami expounded its princi¬ 
ples? What new light has the Court of 
to day which was denied to the illustrious 
predecessors of the preseut Judges? If 
the Times will answer truthfully, 
it will reply that tho new inspiration 
is derived from the headstrong de¬ 
termination of tlie Republican party to 
centralize the Government and disencumber 
itself of all restraints. U is the spirit of 
Alexander and of ail despotism to cut 
the gordiun knot in all troublesome ques¬ 
tions. And to make the law or the popular 
will bend to its ambitions. To an aggress¬ 
ive despotism, law is of all things the most 
hateful. 

It might be contended by artful, special 
pleaders that the abrogation of the consti¬ 
tutional restrictions upon legal teuder is 
a triumph for the people. That is to say. 
it is a triumph for the people to invalidate 
the highest law of the people, aud it is a 


triumph for the j>eopJe to take away con¬ 
stitutional restraints upon the power and 
authority of their rulers to corrupt the cir¬ 
culating medium, to disorganize the ma¬ 
chinery of commerce aud industry, to im¬ 
pair or enhance the value of coutrncts. In 
disordered finances, as the public have 
learned to their cost in the last twenty 
years, there is a rich harvest for speculators 
aud rascals, but the people inevitably 
suffer. 

In a word, it is an issue between liberty 
and license. 


A RARE DOCUMENT. 

The minority report of the Ways and 
Means Committee on the Morrison Bill 
affords a striking illustration of the utter 
weakness of the protectionists’ “argu¬ 
ments.” 

A number of reasons are alleged why 
the measure should not liecome a law. 

The first is that the so-called revision of 
the tariff made last March has uot yet been 
tested in its effects. In reality, the na¬ 
ture and result of this revision are 
as well known now as they will ever be. 
The measure has been in operation eight 
months, and the cold figures show that it 
has only reduced the tariff 1.74 points, 
while on most of the schedules of imports 
it has actually increased the duties. The 
very Tariff Commission to which this 
minority report refers so boastfully recom¬ 
mended a reduction of 20 to 25 per cent. 
This argument of the Republicans simply 
confirms the charges made against them 
last year that they concocted the tariff 
juggle oi last Match not really as a meas¬ 
ure of relief but merely as a shield behind 
which they might stand, as they now do, 
when the Democrats should demand a 
bona fide reduction. 

Another reason advanced by the minority 
against the reduction proposed by the bill 
is that “uot a single iuterest in the United 
States has asked for it.” This is simply de¬ 
licious. That the interests subsidized by a 
high tariff are going to ask Cougress to re¬ 
duce their subsidies, and that Congress 
should wait till so asked before reducing 
them, are propositions so ridiculous that it 
would lx* thought even an Interested pro- 
tccliouist would not be capable of seriously 
making them. This same minority report 
says that a year ago •‘there was a manifest 
necessity for revision,” and that the Tariff 
Commission was appointed ‘'in response to 
the general sentiment of the country.” But 
was such necessity made manifest by any 
protected “interests askiug for it?” The 
unprotected consumers of this country arc 
not organized; they employ no lobbies nor 
attorneys; but if by electing over half of 
Cougress on the issue of tariff reform, and 
if with half the newspapers of the country 
detnauding such reform and one great politi¬ 
cal party declaring for it for twenty years, 
they are not “askiug” for it, they will 
make themselves better understood at 
the next election. Perhaps the “free 
trade clubs and so-called political econo¬ 
mists,” so contemptuously referred to 
in the report, represcut more of 
the real sentiment of the country tiinu the 
protectionists will openly admit There 
is certaiuly a much greater demaud for 
tariff reduction now than there was a year 
ago. 

The next cause of opposition to the bill 
U that it “will disturb business.” This is 
always the cry wheu it is proposed to touch 
nuy class of bu -iness interests by legisla¬ 
tion for tho benefit of the Whole country, 

If a moderate bill like Mr Morrison's 
will disturb business, then the lariff cau 
never be reformed without disturbing busi¬ 
ness. Tho allegation is uot worth serious 
discussion. 

The next reason advnnccd is that the bill 
would “force down the price of labor.” 
The country is expected to accept this as¬ 
sertion without proof. It is so well known 
that the price of labor is not regulated by 
a protective tariff that tlm gentlemen of tho 
minority will have to give stronger argu¬ 
ments than their simple word. Perhaps 
they will also explnin why iu those indus¬ 
tries on which the duties were raised by 
the last revision wages Imvo decreased 
from 10 tu 25 per cent.? The passage of 
the bill, furthermore, says the report, “will 
stimulate import*, increase com petition 
from abroad, which can only be success¬ 
fully met by reducing prices.” It will 
strike the consumers that a bill which will 
do this is not such a bad bill, after ail. 
As the object of tariff reduction is to 
lower prices and thus lessen luxation, it is 
comforting to be told by even the bitterest 
opponents of the Morrison Hill that it will 
do this. But, by the wav. how do the gen¬ 
tlemen of the minority reconcile this 
admission with their declaration “that 
they dissent radically from the statement 
of the majority of the committee that the 
reduction of duties lightens by so much 
the burdens of taxation?” 

Another objection to the bill is that it 
“will inevitably increase foreign importa¬ 
tions, aud, as a conscqueuce, will, us all 
experience teaches, increase our revenues, 
to which increase every Interest iu the 
country Is opposed.” In other words, the 
gentlemen who contend that it will take 
years to tell what will tic the effect of the 
bill of last March, can tell before it 
ia passed the exact effect of tho 
bill of this March 1 The Morrison 
Bill will reduce taxation just 15.74 per 
cent. If, while reducing taxation, it 
causes part of the subsidies which now go 
Into the pocket* of private manufacturers 
to go iuto tho Nutional Treasury, aud thus 
increase the revenue, the consumer who 
pays the taxes is uo worsts off. Ou the 
contrary, he can then set about reducing 
both taxatiou and revenue by important 
enlargements of the free list. However, 
while the Morrison Bill will cut dowu tax¬ 
ation by from $100,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000, it is not believed that it will increase 
the revenue. 

These are the principal reasons why the 
Republicans on the Ways and Menus Com¬ 
mittee any the bill should uot pass. They 
are certainly a flimsy lot. The Republic¬ 
ans woutd have won more belief in 
their sincerity If they hnd openly avowed 
that they are opposed to the Morrison Bill 
because their party belongs body ami 
breeches to the protected monopolists, 
that it does and bus done their biddiug for 
the last twenty years; Unit it is to its in¬ 
terests to maintain mouopoiy, because 
monopoly maintains it; and that It will 
fight to the death all encroachments of 
popular rights on the privileges of the mo¬ 
nopolists. ^ 

Certain Pennsylvania bankers' have 
argued a new scheme of uote circulation 
before the Bankiug and Currency Commit¬ 
tee of the House. They propose that bond 
deposits us a security for note issues be 
dispensed with, and that In lieu thereof 
a contingent redemption fund be held by 


the Treasury, formed from a one per cent, 
tax on circulation, re-enforced by the gain 
from notes lost or destroyed; and if this 
contingent fund bo insufficient, that tho 
five per cent, reserve fund contributed by 
all banks bo liable for the losses of each 
bauk. The effect of this would Is? to 
rnuko all the bunks guarantee tho notes of 
each bnnk. It was poiuted out that since 
1803 the loss ou notes averaged $140,000 
per annum to the banks, while the pro¬ 
posed coutingeui fund would have av¬ 
eraged $3,300,000 per anuuin. The public 
lost nothing on account of these notes 
and the failed banka paid seventy per 
cent, of their total liabilities. 

The attention of the members of the 
Legislature and of the medical profession 
of the tftutc is called to the following ex 
tract from the New York Medical Jounud , 
one of the leading medical weeklies: 

“The Louisiana law does not differ radically 
from several other State medical laws. No State 
examination is required, only the possession of a 
a diploma from some ‘responsible* medical col¬ 
lege, and the Slate Board of lluallh is made the 
judge of what constitutes the rcjq>ectabilitr of a 
medical college. We can not but regard tblsran 
error. We are aware that several State hoards 
bavo succeeded in giving a tolerably satisfactory 
definition of the ‘good standing’ of medical col¬ 
leges. and have used powers conferred upon them 
in this direction wilh dlxcrellon and substantial 
fairness, and wc do not doubt that the Louisiana 
board will pursue a like course so long os it is 
constituted as it is at preseut In making laws, 
however, it should be borne in mind that they 
need shaping so as to leave as little ns possible to 
the discretion of tho administrative power. State 
Boards of Health or© a* yet a new thing in this 
country. Already some of the Slate boards huve 
given indications that party politics, lo say noth¬ 
ing of less creditable influences, can uot be suid 
to be wholly without effect upon their acts.” 

This is especially applicable at this time 
in view of the fact that efforts are making 
to iuduce the Legislature to give the board 
an additional appropriation aud power not 
enjoyed by any State board in the country. 
This matter deserves more serious atten¬ 
tion than it has yet received. 

Prof. Sumner, at the Free Trade Club 
banquet in New York Saturday night, 
gave the following amusing application of 
the protective principle: 

“Let us suppose that some of your grave gen¬ 
tlemen of Washington are assembled in commit¬

New* York, March 17.—Before the State 
Senate Public Health Committee to-day, sev- 
orol manufacturers of oleomargarine testi¬ 
fied as to the harmless character of their 
product, claiming it was free from noxious 
acids, tainted fats and dangerous substances. 

Frank Lytber used coloring matter in 
manufacturing oleomargarine. He former¬ 
ly manufactured iu Ohio, where there was 
virtually n prohibitory law. Since the 
enactment of that law there had been au in¬ 
crease iu tho manufacture, and ho thought 
the same would be true in New York. 

W. Wnterbury, a retail dealer, said his 
sales for a month sometimes reached 91,000. 
He advised that its name bo changed to imi¬ 
tation butter, as it could then more readily 
be put on the market. 

Several witnesses testified that tho sale of 
oleomargarine in the principal markets of the 
city os butter was almost universal.

That there should be a definite recognition 
by law of tho right of property iu news, os 
of other things that cost labor and capital, 
will only be denied by thieves or dullards.

Wheu the bill shall be introduced wc shall 
be ready to sustain Us main feature, and 
trust tliat the details will be such as to meet 
the careful criticisms of practical uowspnper 
men.

The Evening Post says that “the idea that 
news cau be treated as a matter for copy¬ 
right will bo new* to mo*t people who have 
looked into the law on the subject.” From 
w hich it u* evident that the Post man has not 
looked mto tbo law on the subject. News 
is tiiuply intelligence, information, a report 
of facte or alleged facts. Tuere is no 
question that such matter is a proper 
subject of copyright, or that it is 
entitled to protection when put forth in 
a copyright publication. A city directory 
or a catalogue maybe copyrighted. *lho 
courts have recognized copyright even in ad¬ 
vertisement.

Nor can it be doubted that the extension 
of the protection of tho co? »yright to news 
of this class would be attended with consid¬ 
erable ultimate advantages to the public. 
The magic of property”, it is not unreason¬ 
able to suppose, would nave the same influ¬ 
ence ill promoting efficiency in this as in all 
other department* of human activity. 

But to return to the question of the ex¬ 
pediency of Mr. Watterson’• proposed law*. 
While it ht to bo recognized that there are 
serioiiH difficulties in tho way of its prac¬ 
tical enforcement,yyet on tho whole it is 
worth while to uffike tho attempt at least 
to secure tbo protection of the law for the 
class of property above referred tu. Even if 
as some ussort such a law must fail of its 
main purpose, yet it may be of real value in 
formu attng and rendering clear tho moral 
principle to wlych it is sought to givu con¬ 
crete validity, thus doing a servico which 
would seem from existing indications to be a 
very necessary one, and one the importance 
of which it is very easy to underrate.

They are at uo ex¬ 
pense for correspondents, reporter* and dis¬ 
patches; tLK*y pay no share of the expense of 
tho associated presses in procuring the new* 
of the world. They are uot newspapers, 
but pirated editions. Most c*f them have no 
facilities of publication, oxcapt tho boys who 
pc-diiln; they are furnished with their news 
iu stereotyped plates Iroui somo neighboring 
city, where it b manufactured upon tho in- 
s ant from tua columns of ibo morning pa¬ 
pers, just as their wood-cut* of quack doc¬ 
tors and other matters are furnished by ad- 
vertisara. Tuwo cheap newspapers have se¬ 
cured a large circulation. 

It cau scared v ba claimed, however, that 
they have im*periied the succt^s of the real 
newspapers of the country, and so tar en¬ 
dangered Their revenue* a* to make necessary 
the attempt to protect them by legislation. 
Just as oleomargarine ha* faffed to drive tbo 
cows out of existence, the penny press has 
proved the suterauliai value and bold upon 
popular putmuuge of genuine newspapers.

The World rays: “Whon a newspaper 
sells a piece of news on the street, it becomes 
tho property of thu purchaser.” 

Tbi* is a singular argument for an intelli¬ 
gent newspaper to advance. On the siuno 
theorv a person who for a dollar purchase* a 
copy of tuo latest novel acquires uot ouly the 


right to read and enjoy the book, but also 
the right to reprint its contents and >ell any 
numt*r of copies in coinpctitfbti with the 
original publisher. On tho mrih theory the 

C uroha.ser of a sbiwl of copyrighted music 
uy* for 2A or fH> cent* not only tho right to 
sing tho music for his own amusement and 
the delectation of his friends, but also 
the right to have it lithographed 
again, and to peddle copies to every bod v 
who will buy. Yccordmg to the World 
view of the matter, whon a person ha& paid 
a dollar aud a half to witneiw, tho representa¬ 
tion of a copyrighted play, the play become* 
his property. All of tbU indicates that t*e 
ideas of our esteemed contemi>orary on tho 
subject of copyright in genet ai are In a state 
of confusion. 

Y\ o do not class tho World with the new*, 
papers which object to tbo nroposed legisla- 
ti- n, because it threatens to deprive them of 
tho opportunity to steal the news which they 
have neither the genius to discover nor tho 
eutorpi :-c and liberality to procure and pay 
for. It i* no use to discus* thu questiou with 
the pirates themselves. 

\\ © do not see bow any fair-minded per¬ 
son, recognising the fact that news is nrop- 
erty, cau fail to see that this is an equitable 
and necessary measure of protection—not 
protection against com petition, but protec¬ 
tion against larceny.

The law to copyright news only proposes 
to give newspaper* for a limited number of 
hours the exclusive right to the news they 
expend tens of thousands of dollars iu pro¬ 
curing, in order that they may reap the first 
advantage of their investment m their own 
circulation. 

It is absurd to pretend that the collection 
of news stands ou tho same footing with the 
authorship of novels aud plays in tho claim 
to copyright protection. Tile one is enter¬ 
prise aud investment. The other is creation. 

But robbery is robbery, whether the thief 
steals your money or that which you buy 
with your money. 

The proprietor of a newspaper through 
skill aud enterprise devise* method* of ob¬ 
taining late and importaut news from all 
part* of tho w orld, lie carries these meth¬ 
ods to practical *uccess though tho expendi¬ 
ture of a large amount of money. Tho mo¬ 
ment his paper goes to preran person obtains, 
ofleu through bribery, one of the first conics, 
steals the nows, reproduces it, and publishes 
It almost or quite as soon as the rightful own¬ 
er’s paper can get into the hands oi iu sub¬ 
scribers. 

The proposed law is designed to put a stop 
to this sneak-thief business and to give the 
newspaper which, through its genius and its 
money, procures the news an exclusive right 
in it for a sufficient number of hours to 
secure to its own circulation the benefit of its 
enterprise and investment. It is the protec¬ 
tion of property agaiust piracy. 


PublUlteiV Claim* Are Reasonable. 

[Cfiicim*aff Commercial Gazette.] 

Tbo new s it certainly as much thu property 
of the publisher who pays for it as a book is 
of the uutuor who copyrights it, yet, wbiio 
the book publisher is protected, the news¬ 
paper publisher is not. 

Ill* io remedy this dsfcct that a law is 
proposed to enable newspaper publisbprs to 
copyright tbo several issues of their piper. 
It is not a«ked that a right b© continued, as 
in the case of a book. It would be sufficient 
if it extended two or three hours, or say 
until uoon of the day of publication. 

Those who are opposed to honest dealing 
have raised the cry that this is intended 
as a blow- at tho publisher* of country 
papers. Nothing of the kind. The lutter 
would be a* free to reproduce the new* as 
they are now, so iar as it would bu of auy 
practical use to them. The law is intended 
to protect honorable publishers in their 
just right, and to defeat tho operations of 
thoso who systematically appropriate tlie 
labors of others; and thou talk about it a* a 
*!>ocim©n of first-class enterprise. It w >uld 
i>o quite as honest, aud in ’every respect »s 
bouorabl*, to appropriate tho property of 
authors in book* or plays, or of inventor* in 
machinery, as to steal thu fruit* of a publish¬ 
er's labor* from tno columns of bis paper, 
not for reproduction in the ordinary way, 
for there niff never be any objection to that, 
but for simultaneous publication os original 
matter. 

The claim of newspaper publishers to pro¬ 
tection in tins business stand* on the same 
ground precisely n* that of authors who 
write und publish book*. 


It I* a Common Law Principle. 

LVcic York Herald.] 

The proposition to protect thu dispatches in 
a newspaper against piracy is simply u propo¬ 
sition to protect what is recognized bv the 
common law as property, and what, if pul>- 
It-hed in a book, would be protected as prop¬ 
erty by the copyright statute. 

The common law quo»tion was passed upon 
by the Supremo Court in this city a few 
years ago. The case related to the market 
report* and financial now* gathered m Eu¬ 
rope ami cabled to this city by tue Asso¬ 
ciated I’rera. Thu exclusive right to use this 
matter for a specified time after its recoipt 
was Acquired by tho Stock and Gold Com¬ 
pany and by Kiernnn, by whom it was tele- 
graphed to their customers in various parts 
of the city. As noon as the reports appeared 
on the authorized bulletins and tape* they 
were copied by the Manhattan Company. 
Kiaraan applied for an injunction to restrain 
this unlicensed copying, and the Supremo 
Court granted it on the ground that there 
was a coraraou law property in the news, 
and that there bad not been such a publica¬ 
tion as made the news public property. 

The principle applies to the nows gathered 
by a newspaper. There is a common law 
property in ic until it i« published. But this 
property is lost by publication. The same 
matter, if printed in a copyright form, 
would be protected by the copyright law*, 
but it is impracticable to copyright o news¬ 
paper under the requirement of the existing 
statutes, it is now pre»|>o*ed nimply to ex¬ 
tend to nowspaper* the pnnciploof the com¬ 
mon law in case of unpublished matter, and 
of the copyright statute in the case of pub¬ 
lished mat ter. This is ouly a move to pro¬ 
tect property and prevent piracy. 

A Proprr Protection.

Mr. Wattersou made a very clear state¬ 
ment before tho Joint Library Committee of 
thu proposed newspnper eight-hour copy¬ 
right law. The truth is. as he raid, that no 

K ublishor* could find fault with thi* bill uu- 
thoy desired to steal news. The quibble 
about the possibility of a proDerty-right in 
news wo* effectually met. News, per sc, 
can not be tho subject of copyright, but 
news individualized by being passed through 
the brain und hand of a human being boars 
thenceforth the stomp of a particular 
mind, nud that mental trade-mark 
is as legitimate a subject of copy¬ 
right as tho productions of any 

author; and whon a publisher has expended 
capital, and a correspondent has expended 
brain-labor upon tho arrangement of news, 
tbo description of events, thu reproduction 
of fepeeebmi or debates, it is perfectly clear 
that there has been a creation of property, 
and that this property is entitled to tho pro¬ 
tection of tho law. In tho absence of such 
protection tlie tendency to parasitical and 
uirutlcul publication is becoming greater 
contiuually. To-day an unprincipled person 
with a very small capital may litoraily steal 
a living from any of tho principal journals, 
bv obtaining early copies of them, and at 
once setting up their news in type and put¬ 
ting it on tho market. As Mr. IN attenson 
showed, the great papers can thus bo under¬ 
sold bv nvals who are at no expends for nows 
collection, aud who, therefore, are in a posi¬ 
tion to offer a really formidable competition. 

Tho mere presentation of tho fact.- in the 
case ought to be sufficient lo convince tho 
cominiriou and Congress that tbo protection 
solicited is needed. As to thu country press, 
tho proposed law can not interfere with them 
m the leasit degree, so long as they conduct 
their business honestly. If » country paper 
purines tho methods of the city news-thieves, 
and employs an agent to telegraph tbo mat¬ 
ter gleaned from early editions of tho groat 
dailies, it in cugagod in a dishonest busiuess, 
and it ought to bo stopped. But the country 
papers as a rule are not touched by the new 
bill. They obtain their news legitimately 
ftom the various Press Associations, and the 
bill of course does not trench upon tbeir 
functions or rights. ... 

Nor docs it interfere in any tvay with tha 
evening papers, ibo eight hour restriction 
terminating loug before their time of public¬ 
ation. It is aimed at, and it deals with, only 
one class of publishers, arid they ore pirates 
and news-thieves, who have no rights in thu 
premises, hut who havo hitherto been sub¬ 
sisting upon the moot barefaced plunder of 
tho liews-collecting journals. Such opposi¬ 
tion to the bill as has been manifested by 
country papers, evidently has proceeded 
from a misapprehension of its purposes and 
limitations. It is a measure which all up¬ 
right journalist* can not but approve, and it 
furnishes a protection which thy creators of 
u*ws property certainly have a right to de¬ 
mand.

Mr. Odell's Bill Against Pocl-eelling nad Betting 

On Horse-racing—Filibustering In th« 

Bqugo Over the Railroad Bill* 


K0TE8 FROM TEE SENATE. 


\Sorcial to the Courier-Journal.] 
Fraxkfort, March 17.—Cnpt. John S. 
Odell, of Anderson, has shown rnehis lull to 
provent pool-soiling m this State. Ho at 
first intended to xnako it a felony, but fear¬ 
ing that extreme definition might jeopard¬ 
ize ita chances to become a law, be concluded 
to make it a high misdemeanor, punishable 
by a huary fine. The fuli text of the bill is 
as follows: 

Be it mooted, etc.. It shall hereafter be unlaw 
fui for any person. at any race-course, or other 
plac©, to sell pools on a horse-race, or srt up or 
carry on any scheme, machine or contrivance 
whereby any person i« Induced or allowed to 
buy any chance, or pool, or owning, or directly 
or Indirectly to wager, bet or gamble on the re 
suit of any nors© racing of any kind or character 
in this Commonwealth. Any person violating 
the provisions of this act shall be fined not less 
than $830 nor more than $300. recoverable in 
any Circuit or Criminal Court of this State. 

Tbo bill will probably be introduced into 
the House this week. Mr. Odell will press it 
rigorously, and expects to see it become a 
law*. I can not even hn/.nrd a guess os to 
what the House is likely to do ubout it. 

The bill to exempt railroads hereafter 
built from taxation for ten years provoked 
an interesting discussion in the l^puse to-day, 
and the filibustering of its opponents caused 
some Uvoly scenes. 1 thought Saturday thu 
bill would easily pass. How I am not so 
certain of its fate. Mr. Jackson was on his 
feet to movo the previous question after the 
bill bad its third reading this morning, but 
yielded to Mr. Owens, who desired to debate 
the bill. It Mr. Jacksou had insisted on or¬ 
dering the main question, the bill would bavo 
been passed in a few momeute. 

The debate ouce opened, the Representa¬ 
tive from bcott made a vigorous speech in 
opposition to the bill. Though Mr. Julian 
made a spirited und earnest reply to his ar¬ 
gument, it was plain the debate helped the 
opposition. When Owens entered his pro¬ 
test for the last time, be sat down expect iug 
to see the bill passed over bis bond. But 
wheu Stoll moved to reconsider the vote or¬ 
dering the bill to its third reading, it fur¬ 
nished Owens the opportunity he had been 
watching for, and be sprang into the ring 
with the manifest purpose of beating the bill 
for one day at least. Ho was successful, but 
whethor lie will prevent its ultimate passage 
remains to be seen. 

On this the 78th day of the session the 
House met at 11 o’clock a. m. There were 
many vacant seats in the ball, especially on 
the left side of the main nisi©. 

Mr. Sanders moved the usual resolution, 
that after the 18th lost. the counties be 
called over each week, at which time each 
member be allowed to report two local bills. 

It was, os usual, referred to the Committee 
on Rules. 

Mr. Julian offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, authorizing the Speaker to appoint 
Mr. McElroy a member of such standing 
committees as he may deem proper. 

Mr. Ratcliff© submitted a joint resolution 
respecting the efforts being made by the 
Federal Government to improve the James 
river by deepening its channel, and instruct¬ 
ing our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to favor ►uoh appropriations as will 
speedily securo to the country the incalcula¬ 
ble bbnefit.'* which mast result from the com¬ 
pletion of such improvements. 

On motion of 11 r. Owens the rules were 
suspended, und a bill was passed to amend 
the charter of the Gilbert-Mallory Publish¬ 
ing Company, allowing it to change its 
same. 

On motion of Mr. Ratcliffe the rules were 
suspended, and a bill wn» reported from the 
Committee on Codes of Practico—reported a 
Senate bill to amend sectiou 5U1, chapter 3, 
title 13 Civil Ccfde of Practice. The bill was 
passed. It adds the following words to said 
section: “By similar proceedings before an 
exJiumier, justice of thu peace or a notary 
public depositions may be taken by such ofli 
cars m this State to bo used iu judicial pro 
ccedmgv in otber States, and the officer so 
taking such depositions shall have the same 
powers in taking the fame as judges of the 
County Courts now have, but iu cases of 
contempt, and the infliction of puuibhmeut 
for thu same, or a failure upon the part of 
the officer to punish for contempt, then it 
shall be the duty of the otfieor upon 
the motion of tho witness or either 
purty to the suit to promptly, 
in writing, report his actions and tho reasons 
therefor to the judge of tho county court for 
tbo couuty in which the depo.dtiun is being 
taken, and the court may change, modify 
or vueate the order of the officer, and shall 
render judgment for the tine imposed by tho 
officer or by himself: and ho shall, in accord¬ 
ance with the judgment rendered, certify to 
tho officer what further steps shall be taken. " 
Mr Mulligan called up the motiou to ro- 
cousider the voto by which tho House, on 
{Saturday, passed a bill for tho benefit of 
James? R. Jewell, of Lexington. Tbo bill 
allows Jewell, while a justice of tho peace, 
to hold tbo office of City Clerk of Lexing¬ 
ton. The vote was reconsidered, as was also 
the vote ordering the biff to iu third reading. 

Mr. Mulligau moved to recommit thu bill 
to the Committee on Railroads. Mr. Rat¬ 
cliffe moved to amend by referring to the 
Judiciary Commitico. Tho amendment was 
rejected, and thu bill wns recommitted to the 
Committee on Railroads. 

Mr. Jackson moved to suspend tho rules 
and call from the orders of tbo day tho bill to 
exempt railroads, which may hereafter ho 
built, from taxation lor Urn years from the 
date of the beginning of their construction. 
The rules were suspended by n vote of 51 to 
Iff. and tho bill was read a third time. 

Mr. Owens said be felt it hardly neooi«arY 
to say any thing further against the bill. It 
seemed to Ik? tho determination of the House 
to enact it into a law. Hu thought it a great 
mistake to make such a sweeping exemption 
as proposed by this bill. He thought it not 
the part of wisdom to say to every railroad: 
“No matter where you construct vonr lines, 
we give Urn years’ immunity from taxation. 
There might bo some roads winch should be 
exempted; roads which are to bo constructed 
in an undeveloped portion of tbo Htato. He 
would not object, perhaps, to an instance of 
that sort. The railroads require protection 
from tho Government; the strong arm of thu 
Government is around them and their prop¬ 
erty. In return for this they ought to bear 
equally with other property tho burdens of 
taxation. Tbov are the most remunerative 
property in tho Htato. No reason is offered 
for thb general exemption. It is uot in 
keeplug with the spirit or our institutions; it 
is contrary to the spirit of our Government, 
which opposes class legi-lotion, and says that 
all property must sharo equally tho burden 
of taxation. Suppose this law hnd been in 
effect when tho Cincinnati Southern railroad 
was constructed. It runs 200 miles through 
our Stale, and it has been assessed at from 
$25,000 to $30,000 per mile—" 

Tho Speaker (interrupting)—“Was not 
many thousand dollars given to aid in the 
construction of that road I” 

Mr. Owens—“The Stnto did not give 
dollar. Counties and citizens made contri 
butiema to it." The State acted ngut u 
giving it nothing. It has been a richly 
remunerative road from the beginning. How- 
many thousand dollars would have been lost 
to the State had this law then been in opera 
tiou? This bill give* to the railroad corpora 
tiousexclusive privileges over every other 
class of property in the State. lie. for one 
would never vote for such an exemption. 

Mr. Julian said that the gentleman from 
Scott hardly stated the question fairly when 
he says wo propose to exempt a species of 
property. This bill, as amended, says they 
are exempt for ten years from tho beginning 
of thoir construction. It takes many years 
to build a rond; it is a long time before it be¬ 
gins operation*. If there is one thing Ken 
.ucky need* it is capital. We have re¬ 
sources incalculable, l>ut not capital enough 
•o dovelop them. QHo would exteiul] 
ho policy embraced in this meas 
are to mining aad manufacturing cor 
^orations until a reasonable time after 
they begin operations. How can wo expoct 
to nourish unless the infant in its swaddling 
clothe* is protected from the influences by 
which it is environed t Don’t we know that 
the older aud established corporations com¬ 
bine to crush out tho now ones? Why do 
they do this? To prevent competition. The 
main object of building n new road is com¬ 
petition. This is ono of tho strongest reasons 
(or the passage of this bill. It will not 
only bring increased revenue* to the 
ritate; it will bring a roductiou in rates of 
transportation; it will break down monop¬ 
oly. Competition will do more than a rail¬ 
road commission can do. It will do il by 
the law of supply and demand.' 1 

Mr. Rudy—“I understood tba gontUrna 
$6 say he was in Uver of exempting other 


corportions. Where does ho propose to levy 
taxee!’ 1 

Mr. Julian—"On the old corporations and 
other property; for instance, on banks." 

Mr. Rudy—“Would tbu gentleman favor a 
tax on law lloensesf’’ 

Mr. Juliau—“If that sort of tax wore laid 

don’t suppose the gentleman from Daviess 
would ever huvo anv of it to pay. He has 
not, I think, arrived at years of maturity in 
his knowledge of the law.” [Laughter] 
The objection of the Governor to the Lincoln 
oountv Railroad Bill does not apply to this 
bill. He did not wish to exempt a corpora¬ 
tion after it had obtained its growth. 

Mr. Wood felt tho bill would certainly 
pass, but thought such action by the House 
erratic. Rich corporations need no relief. 
Collusion, not competition, will result from 
increased railroads. Ho believed that rail¬ 
roads are civilizers. People expect much 
from them. But there is more in the antici¬ 
pation than the realization. How are we to 
keep up our revenues if we go on exempting 
property from taxation? 

Mr. Juckson—“Have not all the groat rail¬ 
road States of the North and West secured 
thoir railroad facilities by granting immunity 
from taxation?" 

Mr. Wood—“I don’t know about that. 
We ought not to care so much for New Eng¬ 
land, but we ought to know all about Ken¬ 
tucky." 

Mr. Parker made a good speech in favor of 
the bill. We exempt church property and 
school property and whatever is for the pub¬ 
lic benefit. He thought tho bill a good ono 
and hoped it would pass. 

Mr. Owens said, iii reply to Mr. Julian, 
that it was not the inequality pointed out in 
certain veto messages of the Governor 
against which ho protested, but that gross 
mequalit v w hich is repugnant to the spirit of 
our institutions—the spirit which save 
taxation shall bo uniform and equal. 
In reply to Mr. Parker, the exemption of 
property for church and school purpose* does 
not furnish a parallel cu«e. Tho.se exemp¬ 
tions are in favor of institutions which re¬ 
buke sin, purify the soul and make the vilest 
fit for heaven; which dovelop tbo mind and 
manhood of the youth who are to coutrol in 
future years the destinies of the State. The 
exemption in this bill is for monopolies. who.-e 
only aim is selfish greed, whose only end is 
gain and gold. He denied that this exemp¬ 
tion will encourage building of new roads. 
Not ono mile of road has been built in any 
State for tho simple reason that immunity 
from taxation is offered. Capital is always 
keenly discerning. It invests whore tho 
promise is great of rich returns, and there 
only. As the representative of a groat agri¬ 
cultural county, be must put himself on rec¬ 
ord os against this measure, which was 
wrong and ought not to pass. 

Mr. Stoll now moved to reconsider tbo 
voto by whirh the bill had been ordered to 
its third reading, for the purpose of offering 
a substitute. The vote wa* reconsidered, as 
was also the voto ordering the main ques¬ 
tion. Mr. Stoll gent up his substitute. Mr. 
Julian sent up his amendment. Messrs. 
Beckham and Culton offered amendments. 

Mr. Jackson moved the nrovious question. 
Mr. Owens moved to lay the bill ana amend¬ 
ments on tho table. Lost—yeas, 20; nays, *12. 

The main question was ordered by a voto 
of 40 yeas to 31 nays. Mr. Stoll moved to 
reconsider tho vote. 

Mr. Owens moved to adjourn, and he. sec 
onded bv Mr. Rudy, deuiunded the yeas and 
nays. Mr. Hart moved to adjourn till 11 
o'clock to-morrow. Lost—yeas, 7; naj*s, 55. 

Mr. Mulligau said this wo* St. Patrick's 
day. Tho House bad toiled to observe it. 
He moved to adjourn till Wednesday, that 
to-morrow might bo ot»erved as a holiday. 

It was plain that the voting statesman 
from Scott, assisted bv Messrs. Mulligan, 
Rudy and Hart, w as determined to filibuster 
and prevent the passage of the bill to-day. 

Mr. Ratcliffe made several attempts to 
move that the session bo extended, but could 
not, because the motion to adjourn was pend¬ 
ing. 

Mulligan’s motion to adjourn till Wednes¬ 
day wns defeated The vote was then taken 
on the motion to adjourn. I^ost—yeas, 31; 
nays, 40. 

Mr. Rudy moved a call of the House. Re¬ 
jected—yeas, 30; nays, 38. And the hour 
of 1:30 p. m. having arrived, the House, 
after an hour’s filibustering, adjourned.

AY hen silonco bud been obtained he said: 

Mh. Pjoauncvr axd Gcirrutacsx or the Club -I 
would be cold indeed if 1 wt.ru not profoundly 
grateful for Ibis very friendly reception. It is so 
much more than J expected or had any right to 
expect that I feel myself wholly uimble to ex¬ 
press mr appreciation of it. 1 am obliged to you 
also for the ooportunity to say a few words in 
response to the toast which is announced. Al¬ 
though. of course, it will be impossible under tho 
circumstances, to do Justice to the subject, and 
perhaps 1 shall not confine myself very closely 
to it. Certainly 1 shall not attempt to do more 
than call vonr attention to one or two of the 
most couspleuousadvantAges'conferred upon the 
American peoplo by the Union established in 
178W. 

TUE FORMATION OF THE UNION. 

The formation of that Union, peaceable and 
voluntary, under a constitution which made such 
radical changes iu the relations previously exist¬ 
ing between the several Star. 6 themselves and 
between them aud the general Government. was 
undoubtedly one of tho greatest political 
achievement* of modern time*. It is difficult to 
say which is tbo more entitled to our admiration, 
th xtatesmAnnhip of the nun vbo framed the 
Constitution, or the patriotir.ni and intelligenc© 
of the people of the several States who ratified 
it and made it for themselves and their posterity 
the supreme law of the land. [Applause.] It is, I 
think, safe to assert that In no other par: of the 
world could such a fundamental c.ange have 
been so peaceably made nt that time, and per¬ 
haps it is equally safe to eay that if, oouid not 
have been uuiue here tw enty or thirty years later. 
Why and how this Union was formed are his¬ 
torical questions which It would b« superfluous 
and, in tact, impossible to discuss upon this oc¬ 
casion. What benefit*, what advantage* it hu* 
yielded or conferred upon us. how it* bonds shall 
be strengthened and the prosperity of all ita parts 
increased and perpetuated are questions which 
challenge our attention constantly. 

“THE SKELETON OF A GOVERNMENT." 

The old confederation possessed no means of 
sustaining itself. In fact it was but a skeleton of 
a government. It hod no power to impose taxes 
or to regulate commerce or to administer justice. 

It had but one of the easential department* of 
a rural government—the Legislature- and even 
that «u defectin' and almost impotent. Each 
State hud the right to lay impost* and duties 
subject only to the condition that they should 
not iiitcifere with treaties entered into by the 
United States, In Congress assembled, with 
foreign Kings. Princes or State*. Thcio was no 
limitation whatever upon the power of any 
State to impose duties upon the products of 
any other Americau State brought within its 
limit* for sale or consumption. For the 
purpose of raising a revenue or for the purpose 
of encouraging iu owu domestic manufactures 
the State or New York had full power to impose 
any rate of duty it might nee fit to establish upon 
the product* of New Jersey, and the Suite of 
New Jersey possessed tho same power iu respect 
to the products of New York. If the doctrine of 
protection is what its friends claim, if it* appli¬ 
cation to infant industries in new States enable* 
tnem to overcome natural disadvantage* and to 
secure a higher degree of prosperity than would 
otherwise be attainable, it mu*t be admitted that 
tho arrangement existing under the confedera¬ 
tion was a arise one and ought never to have bceu 
disturbed. [Applause.] 

THE “FATHERS’’ WERE FREE-TRADERS. 

But, gentlemen, the framers of the Constitu¬ 
tion. the men who founded thb Federal Union, 
did not think so. [Applause.] Thoy believed 
that free trade—absolute free trade between tho 
several States wo* Imperatively demanded by 
tin* interest* of tlie people, and accordingly they 
adopted this provision as a part of the Constitu¬ 
tion without a single disputing vote: 

”No State shall, without the consent of Con¬ 
gress. lav any imposts or duties upon imports or 
exports, except what may be absolutely neces¬ 
sary for executing iu inspect! >n laws, and thu 
net proceeds of all duties or imports levied by 
any State ou import* or exports Khali be for the 
use of the Treasury of the United States; and ail 
such law* shall be subject to the revision and 
control of Congress. ’’ [Applause. ] 

It is true that Mr. George Clyraer, of PeniiK.yl 
vuuia, said in the convention, while tbiv subject 
was under consideration, that ”if the States have 
such different interest* that they can not be left to 
regulate their own affairs without encountering 
the interest of other Srute*. it ia proof that they 
ate not fit to compos© one nation.” [Applautc.] 
But he stood substantially alone in hi* opposition 
to this provision, and w*ben the vote was taken 
not a single Slate was recorded against it. 
CONSTITUTIONAL ORIGIN OF FREE TRADE. 

Thu* free trade was established by the Consti¬ 
tution not only beiween trie State* then existing, 
but between nil the States that might thereafter 
exist a* inemlier* of the Federal Union [up- 
plausej, aud 1 venture to believe, my friends, 
mat (he mast ardent advocate of the protectivo 
system will admit that the wouderful growth and 
prosperity of this country are attributable to 
tins provision more largely than lo any one 
tiling. [Applause.] Witti free commercial in¬ 
tercourse between th© States our own internal 
commerce lift* steadily and rapidly grown 
until it amount* to thousand* of miilious 
of dollars; more than ono hundred and twenty 
thousand miles of railroad have been construct¬ 
ed. over which almost innumerable train* are 
c<»ust rally passing, carrying manufactured and 
oilier article* of commerce from State to State, 
while our. gnyit waterway* are crowdt-d with 
st-nmer*. and burg©* and other crafts laden with 
the product* of every port of the Union. The 
market* of New York are free a* the market* of 
Philadelphia 10 the iron and swri and coni of 
Pennsylvania: as free as tho markets of Savan¬ 
nah or Mobile or rharleeton for tbo cotton and 
the fruits of the South. 

TUE RIVAL POLICIES ILLUSTRATED. 

What a different picture this country presents 
from what it would have presented it the policy 
of restriction and protection had prevailed among 
the States ixn it bo* prevailed for so many year* 
lrt-t ween tho United States and foreign nation*. 

| \pplnuse. ] Under the liberal policy established 
by me Constitution opr means or internal com¬ 
munication aud transportation have Increased 
and are still in«T©a*itig, while under th© re¬ 
strictive and obstructive policy of Congress our 
merchant marine, one© the source of pride and 
profit, ha> almost disappeared from the seas, 
and unless something can b© douo to 
arrest lb* further decline it will dlsap 
pour entirely. Free commercial intercourse 
between the States lias increased trade, 
promoted the development of our resource*, fos¬ 
tered agriculture and manufactures and added 
untold millions to the wealth of the people; 
while the protective system maintained by Con- 

f jrenslounl legislation lias, to a large extent at 
east, shut u* out from the markets of the out¬ 
side world, limited production substantially to 
the demands of home consumption, and iu many 
eases actually arrested the development of great 
commercial interest*. [Appluusv. j Under this 
svsvtn. when any highly-protected manufactur¬ 
ing industry ha* reached a singe of developan nt 
w hich enables it to supply the home demand, its 
growth must virtually cense because it* products 
can have access to uo other market [Applause, j 

ABUSE OF THE POWER OF TAXATION. 

The Uonstitutlon not only prohibited the States 
from laying imjH>*ls or dutira upon iinjiortH or 
exports, but it ex prosily delegated to t ongress 
the power to toy and collect tax©*, duties, im¬ 
ports aud excise* to pay it* debts and provide for 
the common defense ami general welfare. This 
is Mimply th© |»ower to raise money for public 
purpose*. |Cheer*.] Ills wholly Heparate and 
distinct from the power to regulate common*© 
between the United States and foreign nations 
and among the several State* and with th© vari¬ 
ous Indian tribe* which is conferred by annthur 
clause of (be Constitution. Tbe two powers were 
delegated for entirely different purposes: and it 
in a uioneirou* abuse of me power of taxation to 
use it. not for the purpose of raising revenue, 
but for the purpose of regulating or prohibiting 
commerci;. (Cmwirx.] it is. if possible, a still 
greater abuse ot that power to employ it for pri¬ 
vate instead of public purpose». (Applause.j 
MK. CARLISLE’S PRECISE ATTITUDE. 

Let no one, I pray you. misunderstand me 
upon thin point. The experience of mankind ha* 
shown that it is almost if not quite impossible to 
devise any aystem or scheme of duties upon im¬ 
port* that wifi not to a greater or le<* degree 
eilher injur or benefit private industrial Inter¬ 
est and 1 have never hesitated toauv that! 
would rather benefit thorn than injure them; but 
what 1 mean to assert is that wheu ill© primary 
or principal object of the tax imposeed by pubttc 
authority U to few ter a private Industry, ills uot 
a legitimate* use of tbe power of taxation, but is 
limply spoliation. (Cheer*. J Whether what is 
call»Hl protection, direct nr incidental, is or Is not 
really bcnclklul to protect Industry, is a question 
about v. lilch I itnngina there will never 
be run thing like perfect unanimity of opinion. 
But whatever may bo our optniou* on thai ques¬ 
tion, HiD»l of u* will agree. I think, tlmt there 
may 1>e condition* under which it might uot be 
wise to rnalo- u sudden change, even front a bad 
policy to a good one. (Applause ] 

NEED OF CONSERVATIVE ACTION. 

When iimuufucturing Interests have grow n up 
under a high protective system und in a series of 
y -‘ar* have <uiju»ted themselves to it, and when 
those engaged iu them have become accustomed 
to rely upon the bounty of die Government for 
support, ii raiehr l*i injurious mid even disas¬ 
trous to th«*m to suddenly repeal or grvatly re- 
duc© the duties. Kucha eourvo would seriously 
aiurnt many who have employed their 
capital In these enterprises, und when 
capital is really alarmed. even though 
U be without oau*e, th© result for the 
time beiug. at least. i*the same a* it these were 
really danger. For these reasons, if then? wer e 
no other*, it lias altvays been my opinion tliat it 
I* the duty of Cougrest to proceed careful 1> aud 
conservatively in Iti IcgivhuJon on this subject 
lapplauir], having due regard at every step to 
the large interest* involved. In other words. 1 
am iu favor of a reformation, uot a revolution. 


'Cheer*.] But, Mr. President, this process of 
reformation must go on until the power of taxa 
Hon i« used only for proper purpose*. There 
must he no step backward |cheer»], nor any devi¬ 
ation from correct princi pi© and sound policy. 

As I have nlrcady briefly intimated, this Federal 
Union i* a commercial as well as a political one. 
Politically we are free, commercially wc are not. 

A STRANGE PERVERSION OF PRINCIPLES. 
When our ancestor* determined to rebel against 
the British system of government in America 
one of the principal cause* alleged in the Declara¬ 
tion of ludepemicnc© was that it had cutoff their 
trade with all parts of the world, la it not 
strange, uiy friends, that the Government estab¬ 
lished over this people by the same men will per¬ 
sist in tho maintenance of a policy which rau-t 
ultimately produce substantially the same re¬ 
sult— namely, the cutting off of our trade 
with all parts of the world* (Applause.] 
Let us see to it the foundation for 
such nn accusation against the Government 
of the Union i* remarked a* speedily ns circum¬ 
stances will admit. Applause ) Taxation only 
for tns purpose of raising revenue for the public 
use i applause ; commercial regulation in lime of 
peace, only for purpose* of protecting and foster¬ 
ing legitimate trade, will *trengthen the Union, 
insure th© prosperity of the people and perpetu¬ 
ate the system of government under which w© 
live. 

For mvself. Mr. Chairman. I will cheerfully 
co-operate with all men and all organizations, 
by whatever name they may b© known, in all 
proper efforts to bring about this grand result. 
Applause. I __ 

Mexican Free (•chedule. 

Tbs following is a schedule of Mexican 
artic ©s to be admitted free of duty into the 
United (States of America: 

Animals, olive, specially imported for 
breeding purposes barley, not pearl: beef, 
coffee, eggs, spartoaud other graces aud pulp 
for the manufacture of paper; flower*, nat¬ 
ural, of all kinds: fruits, all kind* of fresh 
fruit, sneb a* oranges, lemons, pineapples, 
limes, bauunus, plantains, mangoes, etc.; 
goatKkins, raw; henequen, sisal, hemp and 
other liko substitute lor hemp; hiae-ropc*. 
hides, raw or uneurad, whether dry-halted or 
pickled, aud 6kios, except sheepskins with 
wool on; Angora, goat-skins, raw, w ithout 
the wool, and asses’ skins: India-rubber, 
crude and milk of: indigo, ixtle, or Tampico 
fiber; jolap; leathor, old *crnp; logwood, 
hern**, nut*, archil and vegetables for dye¬ 
ing or used for composing dyes; roolassee, 
palm or coconnut oil, quicksilver; sarsapar- 
rilto, crude; shrimps and all otber shell fish; 
straw unmanufactured; sugar, not above 
No. 16 Dutch .standard in color; tobacco iu 
leaf, un manufactured; vegetables, fresh, of 
all kinds; wood and timber of ail kiucL un¬ 
manufactured, including ship timber. 

Art. 2. For and iu consideration of 
the right* granted by the United State* of 
America in the preceding article of this con¬ 
vention and a* an equivalent therefor, the 
United States of Mexico hereby agree to 
admit free of duties, whether federal or 
local, all the articles named in the following 
schedule, tho same being the growth, manu¬ 
facture or produce of tho United State* of 
America, into all the purls of thu United 
States of Mexico aud into such place* ou 
their frontier with tbe United States of 
America a* may be established now or here¬ 
after as port* of entry by the United State* 
of Mexico. 

Schedule of United States articles to be 
admitted free of duty into Mexico: 

Accordlt ns nnd harmonicas, anvil*, asbes¬ 
tos for roof*; bar* of steel for mines, round 
or octagonal; barrows aud baud trucks, with 
one or two wheels; bricks, refactory and all 
kinds of bricks; book*, printed, uubound in 
whole or iu the greater part with papier or 
cloth; beams, small, and rafter* of iron for 
roof*, provided that they can not be mail© 
use of for any other objects iu which iron is 
employed; coal of all kinds; carts and car* 
w ith springs; coaches and car* for railways; 
crucibles aud melting pots of all materials 
aud sizes; caue-knive*; clocks, manted or 
wall, diligences und road carriage* of all 
kinds aud dimensions; dynamite; fire pump*, 
engines and ordinary pumps for irrigation 
and other purposes; faucets; fuse and 
wick for mines; feed, dry, aud 
straw; fruit*. fresh; firewood; fish, 
fresh; guuuo: hoes, mattocks and their 
handles; house* of wood or iron complete; 
hoes; common agricultural knives without 
their shoaths, scythes, sickles, harrows, rakes, 
shovels, pickaxes, spudu* aud mattocks for 
agriculture, bonequin bags, ou condition that 
they be used for subsequent exportation w ith 
Mexican products; ice; iron and steel made 
Into rails for railways; instruments, scientific; 
ink, printing; iron beams; liiuo, hydraulic; 
locomotives; lithographic stones; masts and 
anchor* for vussels, largo or *mall; marble in 
blocks; marble in Hags for pavement* not 
exceeding 40 centimeter* in square and pol¬ 
ished only on one side; machines and appa¬ 
ratus of all kind* for industrial and agricul¬ 
tural and mining purposes, sciences and arts, 
aud any separate extra parts and pieces per¬ 
taining’ thereto. 

The extra or separate part* of the ma¬ 
chinery and the apparatus that may come, 
united or separately with the machinery, 
are included iu this provision, comprehend¬ 
ing iu this the band* of leather or rubber 
that serve to communicate movement,.hut- 
only when imported at the same time with 
the machinery to which they are adapted; 
metals precious, in bullion or in powder, 
money, legal, of silver or gold, of tho United 
Hutton; molds; patterns for the arts; naphtha; 
oat* in grain or straw- oars for small ve* 
sel$; plow* and plowshares; paper tarred for 
roofs; plants aud seed* of any kind not 
growing in the country for cultivation; pens 
of any metal not silver or gold; petroleum, 
crude: petroleum or coal oil and tut products 
for illuimuatme purposes; powder, common 
for mines; quicksilver, rags, or cloth 
for the manufacture of paper; roof- 
tile* of clay or other material; sulphur; 
stoves of iron for cookiug and other 
purposes; stares and headings for barrels; 
soda, niphofculphito of; *tcam engines; send¬ 
ing machines; plate* for roots and pave< 
menu; sausages, large or ©mail; teasel* of 
wire, mounted on bands for machinery, or 
vegetable teasel*; tool* and instruments of 
steel, iron, brans or wood, or composed of 
the*© material* for artisans; types, coat* oi 
arms, space-rule*, viginettes ana accessories 
for printing of all kinds; vegetables, fresh; 
wire, telegraph, the destination of which 
will be proven at the respective custom 
houses by the parties interested: wire of 
Iron or steel for curding, from No. 26 and 
upward; wire, barbed, for fences, and the 
hooks aud uails to fa*l©n tho same; water- 
pipes of ail class©*, materials and dimen¬ 
sions, not considering as comprehended 
among them tube* of copper or other metal

HEALTH MATTERS. 


The Secretary of tha State Board of Health Tell* 
What tho Board is Doing and What is 
Demanded of It. 


A WORD ON LEGISLATION. 


Dr. J. y. McCormick, of Bowling Green, 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, was 
in the city yesterday, and was interviewed 
by a Courier-Journal representative con¬ 
cerning bis board and the work it had ac¬ 
complished in tbe past and tbe prospects for 
the future. Iu response to questions. Dr. 
McCormick said: 

The State Board of Health was never in 
so prosperous a condition as at tbe present 
time. Tbe medical profession and people of 
tbe State show an interest in tbo work of the 
board in advance of that known at any timo 
in the past." * 

“How many local boards are there in the 
State?" 

“Nmotv-seven out of tho 117 counties 
have active boards, and these are now en¬ 
gaged in making a sanitary survey of their 
respective counties, taking into considera¬ 
tion all tho influences which may affect tho 
publio health, nnd this survey can not 
fail to be of great value to our whole 
people. In other States ample provision has 
been made bv the L/egi*laturas for carrying 
on these surveys, but it should be said, to 
the credit of our boards, that they are mak¬ 
ing tbe surveys at their own expense." 

“What seems to be tbe opinion among the 
local boards a* to the effect of the floods of 
tbe past two or three years on the public 
health?" 

“This matter Is now being made the sub¬ 
ject of special investigation by these boards, 
and the State Board has shown special inter¬ 
est in tho uintter, having sent to tbe local 
boards circulars and letters asking that tbe 
results of the investigations be sent to it as 
soon as possible, m order that the public 
mav be reliably informed os to the effect of 
the overflows on health in general. This 
will be furnished in n short while." 

“Doctor, to w hat extent has the small pox 
existed in tbe State during the past wiuter, 
to far as tbe local boards have kept you in¬ 
formed?" 

*SmalI-pox has been reported from eleven 
points in the last four months, and in each 
instance has been restricted to the house in 
which the first case occurred, owing to tho 
efforts and watchfulness of the local boards. 
And right her© I should like to rumark on 
th© gross carelessness and neglect exhibited 
by people through the country in regard to 
vaccination. Circulars have been sent out 
explaining the grave importance of this 
matter, hoping to arouse an interest in the 
subject among the people, but our efforts 
have uot been rewarded in this respect as 
they deserved. Tbe reports of our local 
boards show that not more than one out of 
every three persons in the State has been 
vaccinated." 

“How has tbe press of tho State assisted 
your board* iu the work they are doing!" 

“Very liberally, indeed. Recognizing that 
all successful health-work must be largely 
educational in character, when I w as first 
made the executive officer of this board 1 
at once opened correspondence with all tbe 
newspapers in the State, asking them to 
assist u» in disseminating information in re¬ 
gard to the laws of health, and they re¬ 
sponded even better thau was anticipated. 
The papers of the State have printed our 
circulars, commenting on them editorially, 
and rendered us valuablo assistance in van 
ous ways." 

“Have you encountered any difficulty in 
securing necesoary legislation to carry on 
your work?" 

“We have not in the past, except in re¬ 
gard to appropriations. In this respect the 
Legislature ha* uot been as liberal as we 
might have expected, but we hope better 
things of tbe present Assembly. We have 
an aunual appropriation of $2,500, while 
ludiaua gives her board $5,000, Michigan 
and Illinois each $12,000, New York $20,- 
000, aud otber board* like liberal sums." 

“How* is this money used byitbe Health 
Boards?" 

“it is used in printing reports aud circu 
lars for th© purpose of giviug to the public 
the benefit of our investigation* and delib¬ 
eration*. Then, again, we sometimes have 
to employ experts to look into special mat 
ters. We employed Drs. Marvin and Cot- 
tell and Mr, Louis Diehl and Prof. Eddy 
last year, to examine into tbe impurities ol! 
illuminating offs, drug*, drinking water and 
the ventilation and heating of school build¬ 
ings anil other public institutions, which was 
an expense. The salary of the Secretary 
and the traveling expenses of the members 
are also paid out of th© appropriation, but 
the members of the boat'd are paid nothin* 
for their services. The appropriation we ask 
for now is specially intended to defray tho 
expeuse of more exteusivo investigations of 
adulterations of food and drugs, and The 
analysis of drinking water and other similar 
matters. ’ * 

“What legislation is your board seeking 
from the present Legislature?” 

“It is a part of the duty of|thi* board, as 
supervisor.-* of the health interests of tbe 
State, to suggost from time to time such leg¬ 
islation as will best promote these interests. 
In the discharge of this duty it ha* presented 
three separate measures to tbo present Legis¬ 
lature. The first of these measures, and to 
my mind the most important, provides for 
instruction in regal'd to thu law* of health in 
all the school* of this State. Tho importance 
of this question has been recognized by this 
board since its organization, but was first 
publicly diHCUxsed at tho State Salutary 
Council at Glasgow in October last. 
It was again brought before tho pub¬ 
lio at tbe State Teacher*' Association 
at Louisville in December, and, after 
a full aud interesting discussion, this intelli 
gent and repre*eutative body unanimously 
asked the Legislature to ©nact the necessary 
law. Your paper contained a full account 
of this discussion and action. 

“The second measure provides a uniform 
method for the appointment aud compensa¬ 
tion of local Boards of Health aud health 
officer* and defines thoir power* and duties. 
'1 his bill was prepared after an exteusivo per¬ 
sonal coiTe©]K>ndt-nce with the leading physi¬ 
ol a us in D? of tho 117 ,countie* in the .State 
aud after six years* experience of the prac¬ 
tical defects iu the present law, and will 
probably encounter uo serious opposition. 

“The third measure is an umeudment to tho 
present law lor the suppression of empiricism. 
It provides that physicians shall obtain ~ 
liceni© from the County Judge, based on 
diploma from a reputable medical college of 
any one of the system* or schools ol medi¬ 
cine, aud that this license shall be registered 
w ith the County Clerk. It defines a reput¬ 
able medical college in simple and liberal 
terms, and makes it tho duty of the State 
Board of Health to furnish a list of such col¬ 
leges to each Countv Judge in the State, 
especially providing that uo college shall be 
discriminated against for anything but dis¬ 
reputable conduct. This bill was read, 
freely discussed and unanimously recoin 
mended to the Legislature for passage at tho 
meeting of the .State Medical Society at Cov¬ 
ington three years ago. It w-a* published as 
a part of the proceedings of the society, and 
received extensive editorial comment and in¬ 
dorsement iu our medical journals at the time 
and smeo. 

“The suggestion that those measures bare 
not been thoroughly discussed is not in ac¬ 
cordance with the fuels, a* various medical 
publication* will show*, but we do not seek to 
avoid hUiI further discussion, und I ?mve 
a*ked the Committee on Sanitary Legislation 
to defer action on ibo bills, iu order to give 
anv opposition that may develop tbo fui lest 
opportunity to present its views. Tbe State 
Sanitary Council will meet in Bardstown 
next week and bo attended by representative 
la\ men and physician* from all parts of the 
State, and ou© session of the meeling will bo 
devoted to the discussion of these tn©a»uros, 
and every oue interested, pro or con, is in¬ 
vited to participate."

Albany. N. Y., March 17.—Gov. Clove 
land has approved the Roosevelt BUI, giving 
tao Mayor of New York the power of ap¬ 
pointment without conliruiatiea by the 


Board of Aldermen. The Governor says: 
If the Chief Executive of the city is to be 
held responsible for its order aud good gov¬ 
ernment he should not be hampered by any 
interference with his selection of sub¬ 
ordinate administrative officers, nor should 
be be permitted to find in the divided 
responsibility nn excuse for any neglect ot 
the best interest* of the people. The plea 
should never bo heard that a bad nomina¬ 
tion bad been made because it was tbe only 
one that could secure a confirmation. An 
absolute and undivided respounibllity on tho 
part of tbe appointing power accords with 
correct business principles, the application 
of which to public affair* will nlwav*. 1 be 
lieve, direct the way to good admimstratios 
and the protection of the people’* interests.

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


St. Lons, March 17.—A dispatch from 
Forth Worth, Tex., snya that serious troublo 
ba» broken out between the Missouri Pacific 
railway aud the Texas Express Company. 
The fprmer does not permit tbo latter to 
transport goods on its road, but on Saturday 
the Texas Express people insisted that it 
should take their freight to Whitesboro. 
This was declined, and tbe Texas Express 
blockaded the way to the Missouri Pa¬ 
cific cars, and by force prevented tbe 
Pacific Express Company from loading 
their freight. Yesterday the railroad 
station presented a warlike appearance, each 
side having several well-armed men present, 
but no confiict took place. Superintendent 
Vandynt, of the Missouri Pacific railroad, 
issued an order which, it was thought, would 
insure tbe shipment of Pacific Express goods, 
but Texas Express folks say their freight 
must go too or there will be trouble. Tn© 
aid of tbo county aud city authorities has 
been invoked, aud the State law will be en¬ 
forced. 

KICKING AGAINST AN UNJUST TARIFF. 
Minneapolis, March 17.—Tbe new freight 
schedule on the Northern Pacific has pro¬ 
voked adverse criticism among business men, 
and the Board of Trado this morning consid¬ 
ered the subject at longth and adopted tbo 
following resolution: 

Resolved by the Hoard of Trade of Minneapolis , 
That tbe now schedule rates on the Northern Pa¬ 
cific railroad, whereby the ramc tariffs are 
charged upon many articles of freight from 
Minneapolis and St. Paul to points on that road, 
as from New York, is an injustice of so 
heinous a character as to amouut to tlagrunt 
injustice, and this bourd^sk* that the new tariff 
be abrogated forthwith, and that the old tariff, or 
one equivalent, be restored, and tbe committee of 
tnis board on railroad* is hereby requested to 
bring it to the attention of the officers of the 
Northern Pacific and urge immediate action 
thereon. 

lu compiianco with this resolution the Com¬ 
mittee on Railroads went to St. Paul this 
ofternoon for a conference with the Chamber 
of Commerce of that city. 

A copy of the resolution was sent to Presi¬ 
dent Harris and Vice President Uakes, of the 
Northern Pacific. 

THE CUTTING Or NORTHWESTERN RATES 
Chicago, March 17.—There has beeu uo 
meeting of the managers o( tbe Northwest 
era Hues to-day, and no announcement has 
vet been made for to-morrow. General 
Munaguis Hughitt and Cable, of the .North 
western and nock Island roads, bud a con¬ 
ference to-day, and it is thought this may 
indicate a meeting within a few days to ad¬ 
just matters. Tbe railway officials acknowl¬ 
edge there has been some late cutting to in¬ 
terior Iowa points to-day, but contend that 
it has not yet become general. 

RESUMING OPERATIONS. 

San Francisco, March 17.—The South¬ 
ern Pacific was opened this afternoon lor 
freight trains to Los Angeles. Passenger 
trains recommence running to-morrow. The 
washout* and breaks oil the Arizona division 
will be all repaired Wednesday, nutting the 
road in running order to New Orleans. The 
repairs between Mojone aud Needles w ill be 
oompleted Thursday. 

THE C., M. AND ST. P. 
Milwaukee, March 17.—The annual re 
port of the Chicago, Milwaukee aud St. 
Paul roud show* gross earnings of $23,659, 
823; gross expenses, including tax©* and 
insurance, (18,778.837; net earning;, 
(#,881,780. The increase in the not earn¬ 
ing* over 1882 equal* $1,(181,133. A de 
crease of 3 cents is reported in the coat of 
operating the road per mile run. The iu 
crcasu in the gross earning* per mile is $455. 
The surplus for 188:*. was (50,790 71) alter 
paying a dividend ot 7 per cent, on G>- i ■in¬ 
terred and common stock and the iuterret 
on the bond* The total mile* of roads equal 
4, TOO, there having been 210 miles con¬ 
structed < r purchased during the year. Its 
value is (80. 192 per mile. The equipment 
of the road includes 857 locomotives, 353 
pHs-enger can*. 40 sleeping cars, 13.232 box 
freight and cabooses and 3,343 stock cars.

Tiiekk were 15.335 loaded cars handled 
at Indianapolis last week, a decrease a* com¬ 
pared with the preceding week of 1,338 cars. 

Tim new roiiie to Owensboro via Rus¬ 
sellville is rapidly becoming a popular one in 
Memphis and Nashville divisions of the 
L.and N. 

The Railroad Gaiettc reports the laying 
of 73 miks of new track ror the week endec: 
March 14 This makes a total for tho year 
of 386 miles. 

The water at Tennessee River is now 
three inches over th© L. and N. tracks. 
Twelve inches more will suspend travel over 
that line to Memphis, but it is not believed 
tbe rise will get that high. 

The Memphis and Little Rock railroad 
expect tu !*© running their trains through by 
tbe middle or last of this week. Sujwnn- 
tcudeut Fleming has sent 300 men out on the 
road to work as fast as the water falls. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio will shortly 

£ ut on a fast train between Covington and 
•uxington, to connect with tbe through 
tram between this city and Washington, the 
time of which will' be shortened consid¬ 
erably. 

The present enst-bouml rates are only 
supposed to be in force so long os the cutting 
is persisted in. But as the opening of the 
water routes is now not very far off. they 
might almost as well bo called the summer 
prices.—[/u d ian apal in Jou mal. 

The new road from Corinth, Miss., to 
Birmingham it progressing very rapidly. 
There are about 750 men at work, and 
track-laving commenced yesterday. The 
line will reduce the rail distance between 
Memphis and Birmingham to 335 miles. 

It is believed that the only colored rail¬ 
way conductor iu this country is tho ono who 
lma been for several years employed on tba 
Rockville branch of the New York and New 
England road. He is given n very high 
character for efficiency uud faithfulness by 
his superior officers. 

Freight ngcuts in the city report busi* 
exceedingly good, particularly to the 
South. Th© L. and X. has orders for 200 
cars more than were in the yards yesterday. 
Tbo O. and M. reiiorta a tine Western busi¬ 
ness on the main line, while that from this 
city is better than it over was before—in 
fact, tho only thing that has prevent ad u 
blockade is tbe extra facilities for handling 
gram and other articles at the elevators. 

The Galveston. Harrisburg and San An¬ 
tonio Passenger Department has issued it 
novel advertisement. In the center of the 
sheet is shown a whit© envelope postmarked 
Led ham. Massachusetts, and addressed to 
John Ault, Tcxns, and marked important. 
Tbe remainder of the sheet is pink, and an 
explanation on it says that tho letter was 
written by some ono ignorant of tho fact 
that Texas is the largest Stole iu the Uniou. 
The advantages of tho State, otc., are then 
given. 

Col. Bennett H. Young returned from 
Chicago yesterday, where he had gone with 
Mr. A. B. Southard and Mr. John MacLeod 
to roprebent the L., N. A. and C. in the ap¬ 
plication for h permanent injunction restrain¬ 
ing the Chicago and Atlantic from interfer¬ 
ing with the ninning Muuou or Big Four 
trains over a mil© of track owned by the C. 
and A. road. The arguments in the "applica¬ 
tion were heard last Saturday, but the Judge 
has reserved his opinion for a few days. Col. 
Young feels confident his road r^nno out 
on top. v j 

During tbe week ending March 15, the 


total shipments of flour, groin anti provisions 
over the eight roads leading East from 
Chicago amounted to -19,100 tons, against 
43,107 tons in tho week ending March 8, In¬ 
crease last week, 5,999 tons. Tbo following 
w«ra tho percetag**: Baltimore and Ohio, 
7.W; Chicago and Atlantic, 15.5; Chicago and 
(frondTrunk, 13.5; Chicago, St. Louis and 
Pittsburgh, 8.6; Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, 33.8; Michigan Central, 19.0; 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis, 5.3; 
Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago, 11.9. 

In constructing the new Vanderbilt 
route from Harrisburg to the Western Penn 
sy lvanla bituminous coal fields, it will bo 
necessary to tunnel tbe Blue ridge, Kittuu 
ning Mountain, Tuscarora Mountain, Side¬ 
long Hill, Hoy's Hill, the Allegheny Moun¬ 
tains, (juinnamahoning range, anil the 
Sowickley Mountains. The kittanning tun 
lie! w ill be 4.633feet long; Blue Ridge run 
net, 1,350 feet; Tuscarora, 3.400 feet; Sid© 
long Hill, 0.700 feet: Ray * Hill, 3,030 feet; 
Allegheny Mountains, 5,900 feet; Quinna 
innhoning, 3,000 feet, and tho Sewicklsy 
1,800 feet, a total of 37,000 feet, or over 5 
miles of tunneling. These tunnels are on 
83 miles of the mute. The Blue Ridge und 
Kittanning tunnels are oulv a mile npnrt, 
nhd the Sidelong and Ray'* Hill tunnels only 
two miles apart. The work is under contract 
to be completed by Juno 1, 1886. 

THE WAR IN THE SOUTH. 

Tbo rate war between New York and 
Southern points continues with unabated 
fury, and the shippers of the towns affected 
are not slow to take advantage of tho great 
reduction. Montgomery, Birmingham and 
Chattanooga are the main points receiving 
tbo benefit just now, while Atlanta, a larger 
railroad center than either of these places, is 
iguored, so far os a reduction is concerned. 
The merchants of Atlanta are complaining 
considerably against this, and say that Mont¬ 
gomery merchants can briug goods from 
New York, then transport them back to 
within a short distance of Atlanta and sell at 
a good profit. A special from Atiauta rays: 

Th© situation Is briefly that Atlanta has bur- 
rieu©d herself with municipal debt to build roads 
which are now engaged in carrying away trade 
from her The eld svagon system would have 
beeu better for the city's Interest In the break¬ 
ing up of the pool which is expected to develop 
out of the sku jjiit.li the city hopes for benefit, a* 
the Central aud Enst Tennessee systems would 
tight hard for Atlanta's business. Here, how¬ 
ever. the Stale Railroad Conmilhsion steps in un- 
exjtectetlly and declares that, if suen a war 
open*, they will make Mich cut rate* permanent. 
The coin mission argues that if the roads can re¬ 
sort to low ©r rale* for a short period thev can do so 
for oil time, and thus the heavy hand of the State 
makes the road managers slew about acting, 
business men generally complain bitterly of *u<di 
Interference from the commission, and out of the 
complication is likely to grow agitation for the 
curtailing of tbo powers of tho commission. It 
is now generally felt throughout the State that it 
In dangerous for political auth-»ritle* to interfere 
in the competition incident to commerce, and 
that buHincfut can best regulate itself. 

Tbo latest news from Chattanooga says 
the Western aud Atlantic and tUe 
Merchants' Despatch hue* have noti¬ 
fied shippers that the last cut of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia aud Georgia 
will b© met by them, which is a fifty- 
cent rate of first class freight b?tween New 
York nud Chattauooga, a reduction of 75 
percent. It was thought by soma railroad 
men at the latter point that the cutting 
would not touch bottom until a twenty-five 
cent rato is reached, in which event business 
would be carried at almost a dead loss, and 
the war would have to end. Another opin¬ 
ion is that the matter will be settled at the 
meeting of tbe Southern Railway aud Steam¬ 
ship Association at Atlanta to-day. Mr. 
M. H. Smith. Vic© President of tho 
L. and X., was in Cincinnati lust Saturday, 
iti consultation with General Manager Scott, 
of the Cincinnati Southern, concerning this 
war iu the South, but the result of tbo con¬ 
ference has not a* yet been made public. Tbe 
road* involved tn the war at present nro the 
Louisville and Nashville, "the Cincinnati 
Southern and tile Host Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia.

Tlio principal defect in pooling agreements 
is that they cun not, or at least tbev do not, 
prevent secret cutting of rates. This is not 
done by making a Tower rate than that 
agreed upon, but by ostensibly charging tho 
full price and then giving tho shipper a se¬ 
cret rebate. 

In the offices 6f most General Freight 
Agents it requires almost tbo entire time of 
on© clerk to make out checks for rebates, thus 
showing how general tbe iniquitous practice 
L. In a recent adit in St. Louis against a 
prominent milling company the controversy 
wa* over an accepted draft for a very largo 
amouut, professedly received for rebates on 
shipment* of flour. Probably every promi¬ 
nent merchant aud manufacturer in this and 
all other large cities lias received similar draft* 
or money payments. 

In the teetn of this custom of secret viola 
tious of agreements most sacredly entered 
into, how can we expect pools to do the 
work expected of them l When the officers 
of a company know right well that their 
agent* are breaking contracts they have 
promised to observe, how can they reprove 
their competitor* for doing the sum© thing l 
It is ridiculous lor tu© pot to reproach tu© 
kettle for being black. 

The great requisiio is honesty. A railway 
nuin who coula not be induced to defraud 
another out of a dollar, or who w ould scorn 
to tell a lie, has no scruple* in secretly cut¬ 
ting a rate be lias promised to observe. His 
excuse is that he i* only imitating hi* com- 
putilors. Tins is no excuse at all; the crimo 
is just a* flagrant. 

THE LATE MEETING OF PRESIDENTS. 

[Indianapolis Journal.] 

One who w as in attendance at tbo recent 
meet lug of the trunk-line presidents reports 
that for a time tho debate on rat© matters 
was quite heated, and up to 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon it seemed that it would be impos¬ 
sible to avert a general war on rates, and 
only the strongest efforts of th© more con¬ 
servative presidents prevented the abandon¬ 
ment of a full schedule rate and the precip¬ 
itation of au open war. Tho dissatisfaction 
of tbe Pennsylvania nud the Erie railway 
systems with the situation since the presi¬ 
dents' meeting, February 17. bad ied tho 
operating suits of thoio roads to ad¬ 
vocate u fro© competition, in which 
the carrying cajxictiy of each road 
would be determined iegardle-s of conse¬ 
quences. Some of th© Pennsylvania man¬ 
agers openly argued that if no stop could b© 
put to the recent scries of useless confer¬ 
ences, violations of compacts and underhand¬ 
ed cutting of rates it would bo better to cut 
loose from th© established rates, and, if uee- 
eararv. carry freights at a nominal charge. 
The Grand Trunk seems to have beeu one of 
tho chief rate disturbers. Tbe Grand Trunk 
was charged with billing freight to Detroit 
and then i ©billing it to Portland at cut rates, 
without change of through car*. The Grand 
Truuk people make a general denial. Im¬ 
portant contracts made by the Red line at 
Chicago, mention of w’btch was made at the 
time In tbe Journal, were up for considera¬ 
tion. Pres dent Rutter declared that tha 
contracts would not bo carried out by tho 
New York Central on tho Lake Shore, and 
thut all contract business would t>-> turned 
into the pool at gross rates. When tu© 
St. Louis situation came up for discussion 
th© responsibility for the demoralization of 
rates was laid against the Cleveland, Colum¬ 
bus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis road. In 
spite of tbe denial* of President Devereux, 
Robert Garrett declares that the Cleveland 
road had carried grain at 19 cento per 100 
pounds, against a schedule rate of 35 cents. 
A* th© Baltimore aud Ohio was allowed a 
differential rat© of three cents per 100 pounds 
under the rates to New York,he (Mr. Garrett) 
authorized the Ghio and Mississippi railroad 
to make contracts at 16 cent*. The storm of 
that day, however, seems to have cleared the 
air, and reports from all prominent Western 
shipping point* oa Saturday indicated that 
ull line* bad restored rates uud were inclined 
to maintain them. Railroad men, however, 
admit that the recent reduction is a confess¬ 
ion of the inability of the manager* to con¬ 
trol the situation. * There are complications 
still existing which may compel even u 
further reduction when navigation opens.

The First or the New f ours© of Lectures by 
Prof. Ton nor. 

I *Th© Three States of Mattor" was the 
topic discussed by Prof. Tanner in bis lecture 
before th© Polytechnic Society last evening. 
He said: 

This evening we enter upon a short studv of 
tho phenomena presented to u* by bodies In 
mass In the series of lecture* which closed last 
Monday evening, mutter was studied in the form 
of Infinitesimal and theoretical particles called 
•torn*, in this form the resubs only indicated 
the work don© by matter In it* many actions, for 
it is impossible to see throe atoms at work so as 
to watch the method of procedure, and the re¬ 
sults alwais showed a'complee transformation 
in tho identity of the *ub*tone©a experimented 
with. Not only were the form and general ap¬ 
pearances altered, but the cornposition aud 
character were entirely changed. From 
this study of what enn not be 
seen, we pass to physics, which studies 
tiie laws governing matter consisting of lilies© 
atom* grouped together in molecule*, and mote 
culr* knitted together to form sensible mas*©*. 
Though atoms are to be passed hr. it l* yet In¬ 
cumbent upon u* to deni with invisible mutur 
in the form of molecule*. Aa lias been stated in 
previous lectures, a molecule is a collection of 
atoms, ami in tbe smallest quantity of matter 
that can exist by itself. Kroiu considerations 
based upon various physical phenomena, it is 
estimated that If a drop of water could be mag 
nified to the sue of tbe earth, th© molecule* 
forming that small mass of water would appear 
smaller than an apple of average sue. or. in 
other words, a molecule 1* in ©strut, to a drop of 
water, a* an apple is to the earth. 

The ancient pb 11os»>pliers reasoned that all 
matter wa* formed from four element*—the 
earth, water, mr nud lire; but phlkn-ophers of 
tld* air© recognize 64 element*, and consider 
three of tiie form* recognized by the ancients as 
elemental v a* states ot matter; while fire, the 
fourth. I* reforrrd to as a mode of motion. 
Matter Is present either a* solid, liquid or 
giw»eou*. nud while we are to study sub 
stances presented in one or more or these 
state*, it is necessary to mention here that a sub¬ 
stance may exist in all three states: or. to state it 
in another war. no form of matter is confined to 
any one of these states, und it will be my alrn to 
demonstrate to you that It i* possible for nil sub¬ 
stances to take in turn tn© states of gas. liquid or 
solid, according to tn© circum-tances under 
which it exists at the time. According to the 
theory of tii* constitution of mutter, a theory ad¬ 
vanced after a long serie* of laborious and care¬ 
ful experiments, it I* held that all matter that I* 
tangible is composed of very small particles 
called molecules, and that no two molecules of 
matter are in contact, but every molecule of anv 
stib.tance Is separttrd from It* neighbors on nil 
sides by exceedingly small spaces. Then these 
molecule* are considered to be ta constant mo- 
tn>n In their small spice*, ever encroaching upon 
a neighbor to rebound and molest some other com¬ 
panion, and at Hie same time th'.**© neighbors 
ar© living from side to kid* in their respective 
spin-res. Upon this theory is explained toe ex¬ 
pansion of substance* when heated, th© bent 
can ing violent motion of the* molecules; hence 
thr blow* given to the neighbors are stronger 
and they recede farmer: this going on 
through the entire moK* the result must follow 
that it expand*. In solkL these molecules are so 
fixed in position that on© can not he moved un¬ 
less the entire mas* move*, or by th© violence of 
tli© force acting urn continuity of the body is 
sundered. Iu liquids the molecule* are not so 
fixed,but the molecular force of union,called ad¬ 
hesion admits of free movement, and thr mole¬ 
cules will glide by ©jich other, and hence admit 
of liquids t iking the form of any receptacle they 
an* placed in. 

In tn© gaseous state th© molecules are free 
from the cohesion that winds them lu the other 
states, nnd instead of requiring some outside 
fore© to pull them apart, they have tn t»e pressed 
together in order to keep them from living away. 
Freedom of motion is perfect, and th© molecules 
seem lo b© iu a continual state of repulsion, no 
that wbrn not held togeUier by an external force 
a gus lias ihe tendency to ©xpxud indefinitely. 
In solid matter the force of adnesion binding the 
molecular together is stroii j. in liquids.but of fee¬ 
ble fores, while bigaaes it is Absenco aud instead 
there is repulsion. 

Tho Doctor then gave a number of appro¬ 
priate experiments illustrating tbo subject, 
w hen th© pleasant talk was dosed as follows: 
In physics, us in chemistry, we find that 
there is law and order. Atoms toovo and 
act by invariable laws, and xrhou they ar© 
built up into largo inn q tlieh these masse* 
act toward each in u delimit! and unchange¬ 
able manner. A* year by year goes by 
and new discoveries nro made, tu© immuta¬ 
bility of th© forces governing all that is tna 
terial becomes more fully established, ami 
the idea that unity ulone "could have called 
into t x. t ii *e I in- marvelous and grand IUU 
verse, m which inanimate matter ever works 
according to deiimto laws, becomes a demon¬ 
strated truth.

Cha>. Waiters. aluu> Boone, better known 
to tho citizen* reading iu tho neighborhood 
of Bunk and Nineteenth streets as Bones or 
Kockfish, tho ini'*! -hermit, got into a quar¬ 
rel yesterday with a boy of seventeen 
named Walter Freeman, and struck him on 
th© head with n rag pickers' hoe. Inflicting a 
wound which will undoubtedly prove fatal, 
after which bo fled. 

Walters is nn old man, of quiet, unobtru¬ 
sive manner, who for years past has lived 
retired life, devoid of all companionship, iu 
a little steamboat cabin adjoining a cottage 
belonging to Mr. Gilmore, at the corner of 
Bauk nnd Nineteenth streets. Ho was fru 
gal ill his manner of living, shunned associa¬ 
tion with his fellow-beings nud isolated him¬ 
self from all human sympathy; he gained 
livelihood by picking up old rags and other 
refuse, although bis neighbors believo him 
to have considerable wealth, winch they 
say ho bus taken a miser's delight in 
accumulating nnd hoarding. His neighbors 
are naturally prejudiced against him; have 
spoken jeeringly of hioi iu the presenco 
of tbeir children, who, imbibing the spirit of 
persecution from tbeir parents, have lost no 
opportunity in tormenting tbe old man until 
they to a great extent rendered his life one 
of shame and torture and a burden to him 
self. 

Yesterday morning about 8 o'clock bo 
went out into the vacant lot just west of his 
queer Util© cabin to gather rags as usual, 
w lien several boys approached the vicinity 
for tbe same purpose, among them young 
Freeman. Whether th© boy* tauuted him 
ami drove him to desperation or not i» dull 
cult to ascertain, but he at length struck 
young Freeman in tho bead with bis hoe, 
crushing iu the skull aud feiliug bun insensi¬ 
ble to tue ground. Walters, terrified by the 
crane he had committed, went to his house, 
changed his clothes and went down town be¬ 
fore tho police got on his track. Freeman 
wus carried to his home ou Short street, be 
tween Twenty-first and Twenty-second, 
whore Dr. Jas. M. Spaulding was summoued 
to attend his wound. After a hurried ex 
animation he pronounced it too dangerous to 
undertake alone, and went out for Dn. A 
D. Cook aud J. A. McNally, to hold u con¬ 
sultation.

Honry Karst has been floundering about 
on the margin of de'-pair for several months, 
and yesterday be concluded to bring bis en¬ 
gagement with this world to a close. Early 
in tho morning he visited hia widowed 
daughter, Mrs. Julia Miller, on Mechanic 
street near Clay, ami speut tho forenoon in a 
despondent mood about tho bouse. At din¬ 
ner ho declined to ©at. saying it was his last 
day to live and he would not need anything 
more. He had talked in that way for sev- 
oral months, and his daughter did not regard 
it a* an unuxun! threat. Ho bos been ingulf¬ 
ed in domestic troubles for a year or two, 
which caused a separation between himself 
and wife, and tbo latter took up her abode 
with Mrs. Stoepler, another married daugh¬ 
ter, while he wandered about the city, spend¬ 
ing hia time at various boarding-houses. He 
cutertained a great dislike for his daughter, 
Mr*. Stoepler, because she permitted hor 
mother to live with her, and has often said 
that he would kill botn of them nnd then kill 
himself. He told Mrc. Miller yesterday that 
b© bad bunted for them for three days and 
nights to kill them, and if he bad found them 
she would have seen neither him nor them 
any morq. 

Alter dinner Mr*. Miller had to leave home, 
and told him to remain and play with the 
children while ah© wu? gone. About nn hour 
after she left, a lady living:next door heard 
a pistol shot in tho house, which excited her 
fears, nnd she endeavored to have the matter 
investigated. She prevailed upon a colored 
man toga in and see what wns the matter, 
and when he Inquired for the old gontleman 
the children said ho had gone out. Th© lady 
insisted that he wan about the premise*, and 
urged the man to look in the summer kitch¬ 
en, but he was scared and only opened the 
door wide enough to peep in. and saw Karst 
sitting iu a chair with a pistol fn Ins hand 
and blood streaking down tho left side of hi* 
face. No amount of persuasion could in¬ 
duce the man to go in. and Karst was not 
interrupted. About half an hour after tho 
first report another shot attracted attention, 
and a more thorough investigation was mad© 
and he wus found Iviug ou the floor 
with a very bloody head ami face. Dr. Fal- 
lis was called in," ami discovered that two 
very deliberate and nervy attempts had 
been made to commit suicide. Two bullet- 
hole* were found Hi the right, tempi©, about 
one inch apart, and both balls seemed to 
have ranged toward tho front of the 
bend. One had forced th© left eye-ball out 
on tbe cheek, aud then lodged, and th© other 
had wandered a little further back, but 
neither of them could -be found. 
Tho spectacle presented wns horrifying 
in the extreme, but Karst lacked 
n great deal of being dead. 
He was ►till conscious, and iu response to 
the doctor's* qiiesliou* &ald he hnd tried to 
kill himself, ajid was very sorry that b© was 
not already dead. A* hi* daughter hud but 
one room,"it was decided to remove him to 
tho City Hospital, and tho polio© jiutrril 
wagon conveyed him to that institution f*»r 
treatment or death, os the case might de¬ 
mand. 

Thirty years ago Karst and bis wife cam© 
to Loui&ville. uud bo engaged in a .small 
business which prospered und bo laid by 
homo tpaney. After spending several years 
in business, be found himself possessed 
of a snug little fortune, and con¬ 
cluded to tike life easier. Ho purchased 
a small farm near tbe city and settled 
down on it to enjoy himself, but, aj 
usual, money and ©use" did not bring bim 
happiness and contentment, nnd it was not 
long before be become very cLsagreeable to 
bh family, which tinallv earned the aban- 
donuient’of th© farm and a return to the city. 
As be kept up bis ili^agreeublo habits, bis 
wife left him two years ago, uud, at. tbe 
earnest entreaty of mutual friend*, be finally 
agreed to a division of what wus left of hi* 
accumulation*. His fortune had dwindled 
down very much, nnd. when divided, gave 
each of them only about $ 1.300, He bad no 
desire to work, und lived on what 
was left after th© divLion, and 

was seldom seen by his children. 
H© visited Mrs. Miller occasionally, and told 
her an ono occasion that if he could not get 
an opportunity to kill her mother and sister 
lie would kill her nud himself; that be 
was determined that some of them should go 
with him. She stood m groat fear of him, 
und dreaded to see hitn come to tbe bouse 
but always treated him well aud tried to 
pacify him. Last we©k he spent the last 
nickel of his money, and when he got to hi* 
daughter's yesterday morning ho told her 
that his money wn* all gonu and that he 
would go too. This led her to believe that 
ho bad be*fl huutmff her mother and sister, 
at he had stated, owl it was thought that 
she left home to take steps to prevent him 
from carrying out his former intimation to 
kill her and himself, but wheu she returned 
he hod already carried out his threat ft gainst 
himself. No doubt if she hud remained at 
borne there w'ould have been a murder a* 
well as a suicide. 

At 10 o’clock last night he wa* still con¬ 
scious, but had lost a great deal of blood, 
ami seemed to be in mor© danger of bleeding 
to death than anything else. The shock was 
not very great, and hi* condition was sur¬ 
prising to tho staff physician*. There was 
not much probability of immediate death 
but that the wounds would prove fatal there 
was little doubt.

THE TOBACCO TROUBLES. 


Continuation of tbo Excitement in tho Trade 
Over the Failure of the People's 
and Pike Houses. 


THE SITUATION VEBY BAD. 


The Famous and Much Discussed Litigation Be¬ 
tween Goa. Taylor and Judge pro 
tern, Aaron Kohn Decided in 
Kobn’s Favor- 

TEXT OF 1HE DECISION. 


Tho interest in tho failure of the Poopl 
warehouse and Semouin & Co. seem* 
have abated but little, and was tho chiei 
topic in business circles yesterday. Consid¬ 
erable anxiety was expressed as to how the 
other warehouses would be affected, but the 
proprietors say that they will not be 
hurt in the slightest, and the only 
losers will be tho banks and 
a few farmers. Mr. Harry Stueky, assignee 
of Mason, was seen by a reporter yesterday 
and said: 

"I have nothing new to report, and will 
col have for a couple of days. The book¬ 
keeper is busy at work on the books, and 
will have his statement ready soon, showing 
exactly bow matters stand. He I* constant¬ 
ly annoyed by persons who have some to¬ 
bacco in the warehouse, and thoy want to 
know if they will lose anything. I can say 
this much: Mam.ui has got himself into a 
very had fix, and bis affairs make u bad 
■bowing." 

A visit to the Pike warehouse showed 
everything to be in confusion. Mr. Halsey, 
manager of the Fidelity Trust Com 
pany, was at the warehouse all day, 
find was besieged by a crowd of 
anxious farmers, who swarmed around 
tbo clerk and plied him with ques¬ 
tions as to whether their tobacco was 
safe or not. He can, as yet, give but little 
information, as the books bavo not been 
overhauled. "About the only thing I have 
found out," he said, "is that some of the 
receipts were duplicated and placed in the 
banks. I know nothing yet about the lia¬ 
bilities or assets. Things look very bad 
indeed." 

All who could £pt their tobacco out of 
the warehouse were trying to do so yester 
day, and nearly every one who applied was 
accompanied by a lawyer. 

Nothing bos been heard from Semonin, 
and his whereabouts remain a mystery. His 
young son, who is employed as a clerk at tho 
warehouse, approached a reporter yesterday 
ar.d said: "I w ish to state, in justice to my 
father, that ho was forced to this by Mr. 
Harris. Two notes fell due in the hank 
the day he assigned, and Air. Harris 
made a statement to ray father which led 
hnn to believe that before any money could 
be had there must be an investigation to see 
if the tobacco on which the money was 
lotned was safe. This would have ruined 
the business, and ray father thought best to 
make an assignment." 

Those who are members of the Warehouse 
Association say that the system of cutting 
rate* is disastrous and caused the failures. 
On the other hand, those who have been 
selling low say this has nothing at all to do 
with it. and tho failures were caused by bor¬ 
rowing too much money and bad manage¬ 
ment. 

A number of suits were filed yesterday 
Most of them were against I). K. Mason t 
though several were against Semonin «5fc Co. 

Martin, Heylo & Co. sued XV. P. Johnson 
A Co. for 21 hogsheads of tobacco. It 
seems that they gave Mason the tobacco t.o 
store for them, aud tliat he gave it to W. P, 
Johnson & Co. They want an order from 
court compelling W. P. Johnson to give up 
the tobacco. 

K C. Franke & Co. sued Harry Stueky. 
assignee of D. K. Mason & Co., for 13 hogs 
beads, worth 47. 

The same firm sued the Fidelity Trust 
Company, assignee for Semonin Ac Co., for 

10 hogsheads, worth $1,050 12. 

J. A. Belle sued Harry Niucky, assignee of 
Mason, for 0 hogsheads, worth $7CM). 

Theodore Schwartz & Co. sued Stueky, as 
ussignee for Mason, for 13 hogsheads, worth 
$1,555 77. 

XV. W. Bonner sued Semonin <& Co. for 

11 hogsheads, worth $1,300. 

Kremeiberg A* Co. sued the Fidelity Trust 

Company, assignee of Semonin A Co., for 
7 hogsheads, worth |S2D 01.

KOIIX WINS. 


Yesterday morning Judge Sim rail rendered 
his decision in tho case of Thomas H. Taylor 
vs. Aaron Kobu for a writ of prohibition re¬ 
straining Kolrn from making any further 
orders in a rulo for contempt. Judge Sim- 
rall’s decision wos in favor of Kohn, and tbo 
writ was dismissed. After the decision was 
read Gen. Taylor's attorney* prayed for an 
appeal, which was granted. 

Judge Simrall's decision, which is an in¬ 
teresting one, is as follows: 

Tho*. H. Taylor vs. Aaiiox Koiix ah Juror. r«o 
TEM OF THE C'lTY l ’OURT OF LoUlSVILUC. - Opiui OH — 
This is an application for * writ of prohibition to 
restrain the defendant, Aaron Kohn. a* Judge pro 
tetn. of the City Court, from proceeding to en¬ 
force a rule against tue plaintiffs to show cause 
why thev should not be punished for contempt 
of court In refusing to obey an order to pay over 
money. ,. .. . 

The ground of the applicat ion is that said Kohn, 
as Juuge aforesaid, bad uo jurisdiction: 

First—Because be was not legally elected. 

Second-Because the City Court of Louisville. 
In felony ca^e*. ih merely an examining court of 
limited criminal jurisdiction, and bn* no power 
to make any order affecting rights of properly. 

Third—Because the policemen are not officers 
of said court, ami t herefore it has no control over 
them. , 

First—As to the legality of Judge Kohn fi elec¬ 
tion, the McDermott Bill, sec 5, provides that 
“when from any cause the Judge of said court 
falls to allend and hold court, the attorney* 
pr***ent shall elect from their fellow-members in 
court in the same manner In which judges pro 
tern of Circuit Courts may he elected. ” It seenm 
to the Court that this election was held in the 
same manner In which Circuit Judge* are elect¬ 
ed. where the regular Judge fails to uttend. The 
recital in the order that Judge Thompson wok 
" compelled to absent himself from court’ is 
conclusive as to that fact, and the petition shows 
that he remained absent and that the defendant 
continuously performed the duties of the office 
for days thereafter. In fact, this is one of the 
grounds of complaint, that Kohn continued daily 
to exercise ail tue function* of the court without 
a special election in each case. We understood 
the law to be that a pro tern Judge, elected un¬ 
der this statute, steps into the shoes or the reg¬ 
ular Judge, and presides in all matters with 
the full power and jurisdiction of the 
court, until the regular Judge returns 
i >nd resumes his place, when to instant* the 
powers of the pro tom. Judge cease, and he can 
no longer moke or enforce any order in any case. 
But, even If Judge Kohn'* election w as irregular, 
he has exercised and discharged the general du¬ 
ties of the court, claiming right thereto in tho 
absence of the regular Judge under such election, 
which made Llifl Judge tie facto, ami as such Ids 
orders were entitled to obedience if uuule inside 
the jurisdiction of the court. 

Second—As to the power of tit*?* court to order 
the money to be restored to the discharged pris¬ 
oner, the contention of the plaintiff's counsel is 
that ttie City Court it a crim.nal court of limited 
jurisdiction, which ^ conferred by statute, and 
must Ikj confine ! to the cases enumerated, and 
in this cuse was limited to hearing Uio evidence 
of the guilt or innocence of the accused nod to 
commit or discharge or admit th*«iu to bail. It is 
claimed that the order as to tho money was void, 
because it was not necessary to carry Into effect 
the jurisdiction which tho court had «»ver 
the accused and the offenso charged against 
them, but that 1L was au order determining the 
rights of property, which belongs exclusively to 
the jurisdiction of a civil tribunal. This view 
lose* sight of the fact that in every court th«re 
must l»e certain Inherent power* growing out of 
the nature arid organization of the court which 
need nut be expressed in the organic act creating 
the court. For instance, when money or other 
property ha* been tho subject matter of larceny 
or rubbery, and tho offenso eouu-x to bo investi¬ 
gated, either in an examining court or criminal 
court of lest resort, and tho money or property 
is brought Into court to b<* used for the purpose 
of and In connection with the trial, it will lmrdly 
lie contended, in the absence of express authori¬ 
ty, that there was no Inherent power in the 
court to make orders for the custody and safe¬ 
keeping of such money or property pending 
the trial. This power exists and spring* out of 
the nature and necessity of the case. If so, 
it would seem to follow that the court, havtng 
taken the custody and control of the money 
pending the trial, when the trial is ended and 
the accused acquit te > and discharged, it Is not 
only the right, but the duty of the court to make 
arojier orders fur the restoration of the money, 
[n so doing the court does not determine rights 
of property as claimed by the learned counsel for 
plaintiff. The court bad readied the conclu¬ 
sion that there was not probable ground to be 
heve ibe prisoners guilty of the offense charged, 
ar.d. therefore, that the money had been Improp¬ 
erly taken irom ibeui by th# arreting orTi<-«?r. 
The effect of the order to restore the money to 
them was simply to place the parties m niatu 
iuo. which. If they are innocent, should certain- 
y be clone But L Is said that since then the 
grand Jury has indicted these parties for the 
same oil--use. That is a very good reason why 
the City Court should not comp'd lien. Taylor to 
surrender the money to them, but leave it in 
hi* hand*, to be used ou the further trial. The 
record slums that this indictment was after the 
order to pay the money, and after the rulo for 
contempt issued. These are matters, however, 
which address themselves solely to the considera¬ 
tion of the City Court in tne exercise of a sound 
judicial discretion. The only question which this 
court has a right to consider is whether or not the 
City Court bad jurisdiction to muke the order. 

Third—The last paint is that lien. Taylor, as 
Chief of Police, is not nn officer of the City 
Court, and tnerefore net amenable to It* order. 
Without considering this question fully, it seems 
t-uiVu-ien; t" suv ih.it fh*j petition say* that the 
money wu* exhibited in court, and the answer 
show* that it was used on the trial, and make* 
the allegation, which is not controverted, that 
•‘the money taken from the accused, a* stated, 
was iu tho hands of tho Marshal of said court, 
and that this defendant directed the money to 
bo pul in the custody of the defendant, Thomas 
H. Taylor, by him to be held until the court 
made an order disposing of the same." 

It is the opinion of the court that, Gen. Taylor 
having thus come into the possession of the 
money, be, n* well as the money, was subject to 
the cdtrol of the court for the purpose of revtora 
tion to the persons from whom the money was 
taken by the arresting officer Xor dues it make 
any difference that tho order of restitution was 
made after the prisoner* were discharged. L 
was made on the sam-j day. and the money still 
remained under the control of the court, no order 
having been made disposing id the same. The 
writ of prohibition, os defined by the Code, sec¬ 
tion 4TU. Is an order **to an inferior court of lim¬ 
ited jurisdiction prohibiting it from proceeding 
in a matter out offits jurisdiction." This vjourt 
has imthiug to do with the right or wrong of the 
action of the City Court ’ In bo far as that court 
acts Inside of it* jurisdiction its orders are su¬ 
preme and a* much entitled to obedience as the 
orders of tbe highest tribunal in tho land This 
court hast no restraining power over an inferior 
court, except w hen il oolh outside of it* jurisdic¬ 
tion. and being of opinion that there was juris¬ 
diction in the case at liar, tbe motion for a w rit 
of prohibition must be overruled.

DOWER—PARTNERSHIP REAL ESTATE.

(Not to he reported, i Filed March 15, 18R4. Ap- 
pe il from Christian Circuit Court Opinion of 
tin* court by Julg- Ltwt», reversing 
i lrst—By a partnerstnp agreement it w^u» pro¬ 
vided that In cast* of the death of either «>f Die 
paitueis tue survivor or survivor* should toke 
mid Inherit me portion of the deceased partner, 
unless lie should'have lau fill Lsiie. and in that 
event that such issue should have the portion loft 
by him. 

Meld: That upon tho marring* of one of tbo 
portuei* and the birth of n child the right of 
survivorship iu the others was terminated, and 
tbe wife acquired a contingent right of dower of 
which she could not be divested by a subsequent 
contract between the parties, nor could the en¬ 
joyment of that right lie postponed by such a 
contract. Having acquired the right of dower it 
could not be barred, forfeited or relinquished ex¬ 
cept by her own ncL 

Second—Dower consist* In the uso, during the 
Ufo of a widow, of one-third ot the r*Al estate 
w hereof the husband «iw seized iu hi* own right 
at any time during coverture, and w.,ich would 
be luiieriiud by aiiy child born of the marriage ; 
it not being necessary, however, that there 
should actually be a child boru. 

Tnird The fact that a partner has lost hi* 
health or strength, or due* nut possess the skill 
necessary for me proper execution of the work 
he undertook to do, is a sufficient cause fur the 
dissolution of the partnership. 

Where, by a parlueraliip agreement. It wan pro¬ 
vided that from the date of the death of either 
of the partners the survivor or survivors should 
continue the partnership for the term of seven 
year*, or until Die heath of all of them, the fact 
that the partnership «-siute is being wasted by rea¬ 
son of tbe fact that the sole surviving partner Ih 
incapable of muiuging tin* estate by reason of 
his ago and meiit .il and physical condition. I* a 
sufficient cans© for the seuioaieut of the partner¬ 
ship affairs upon the petition of the widow of one 
of tho de ceas ed partners. 

Fourth—Where real estate is purchased with 
partnership funds und used as juirtnerahip prop¬ 
erty it should be treated as personalty for all 
purposes, where such an agreement or intcution 
nppeurs from the uuture ot the partnership busi¬ 
ness, the character and extent of the real estate 
Involved aud the partners’ mode of treating and 
considering it, but in the absence of such facts 
und circumstances as will warrant Die court tn 
finding that it wa* so intended or agreed by the 
parties, it should lie regarded as personalty for 
the purposes of partnership only, und after these 
are answered tue surplus should be held to be 
real estate for all other purpose*. The mere 
purchase of lands with partnership money and 
their use for the purpose of carrying on the part¬ 
nership business of farming furnishes no suffi¬ 
cient evidence of an intention on the part of the 
partners to convert Die laud into personalty for 
all purposes.

First—A married woman who ha* allowed a 
personal judgment to be rendered agaiust her
